A CONTRADICTORY REPORT 


Viadivostock Reports That Rojestven- 
sky Has Reached That Port In a 
Wounded Condition—Togo Reports 

That the Round Up of the Rus- 
sians Numbers 22 Ships—Lat- 
est War Details. 


Washington, May 31.—The Japane 
legation last night gave out the follow- 
ing cablegram from Tokio; 

“Pifth report from Togo, 
afternoon of May 30; 

“The main force of our combined 
fleet, upon accepting surrender of the 
remaining Russian main force, near 
Liacourt Rocks, on the afternoon of 
May 28, as already reported, stopped 
pursult and while engaged in the dis- 
position of surrendered ships found in 
a southwestern direction the Admiral 
Ushakoff, a coast defence ship, There- 
upon Iwate and Yakume were immed- 
Jately despatched in pursuit and invit- 
ed her to surrender, but she refused 
and was sunk at @ p.m, Her crew of 
over 300 men were rescued. 

“Cruiser Dmitri Donskol was also

“Our destroyer Sazanami captured 
toward the evening of May 27 in the 
south of Urleung Island the Russian 
destroyer Biedovy, wherein were found 
Admiral Rojestvensky and another ad- 
miral, both severely wounded, togeth- 
er with eighty Russians, including staft 
officers from the flagship Kniaz Sou- 
varoff, which was sunk at 5.29 p, m. 
on May 27. They were a)] taken pris- 
oners. 

“Our cruiser Chitose, while crulsing 
to the northward on the morning of 
May 28, found ang, sunk another Rus- 
sian destroyer, Our cruiser Niyitaka 
and destroyer Murakumo attacked al- 
60 at noon on May 28 a Russian de- 
stroyer, which finally went aground.” 

Results of the Fight. 

“According to various reports hither- 
to received and statements of prison- 
ers, the result of the battle from May 
27 to May 29 is as follows: Knaiz Sou- 
varoff,, Alexander IIL, Borodino, Dmi- 
ti Donskoi, Admiral Nachmoff, Mono- 
mach, Jemtchung, * Admiral  Ushakoff, 
one converted cruiser and two destroy- 
ers sunk. Nicholas 1, Orel, Admiral 
Apraxine, Admiral Seniavin and de- 
stroyer Biedovy captured. According 
to the prisoners the Osliabia sunk about 
3 p. m. and the Navarin also was sunk. 
Almaz on May 27 was observed in a 
disabled and sinking condition, but her 
final fate is yet unknown. The full 
particulars regarding the injury to our 
ships are not yet in hand, but so far 
as I could ascertain none was seriously 
injured, all being still engaged in oper- 
ations. The whole casualties are not 
yet ascertained, Casualties of first 
division are little over 400. 

“Prince Yorhito in excellent health, 
Admiral Misu slightly wounded on 
May 27." 

Russian Losses In Full. 

Sixth report received, the afternoon 
of May 20: 

“Loss of Osllabia and Navarin con- 
firmed. Sissol Veliky also definitely 
reported to have sunk on morning of 
May 28. 

“OMicial statement of the Russian 
losses so far as ascertained: Following 
six battleships sunk; Kniaz Souvaroff, 
Imperator, Alexander II, Borodino, 
Osiiabla, Sissoi Veliky and Navarin. 

“Following five cruisers sunk: Ad- 
miral Nakhimoff, Dmitri Donskoi, Vla- 
dimir, Monomach, Svietlana and Jem- 
tchung. 

“Coast defence ship Admiral Usha- 
koff sunk. 

“Two special service ships, 
chatka, and three destroyers. 

“Two battleships, Orel and Impera- 
tor Nicholas 1; two coast defence ships, 
Gen, Admiral Apraxine and Admiral 
Senlayin, and one destroyer, Biedovy, 
captured, 

“Thus the Russians lost altogether 
22 ships, the aggregate tonnage where- 
of amounting to 153,411 tons, besides 
crulser Almaz, suspected to have sunk.”

Viadivosteck, May 81—Two ships 
alone of Vice-Admiral Rojestvensly's 
powerful flotilla, the swift cruiser Al- 
maz, and the torpedo boat destroyer 
Grozny, Ile at anchor here to-day in 
the curying harbor of Golden Horn, 
they having separated from the flect in 
the early stage of the battle which be- 
gan in the Corean Straits Saturday, 
and headed, In obedience to orders, with 
full speed to Viadivostock. Up to 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, no other 
vessels of the Baltic fleet had yet ar- 
rived.

in the Straits of Corea near Tsu Island, 
and the opposing fleets immediately 
sed in. Being lightly armed, the Al- 
as had been ordered by Admiral 
Rojestvensky before the battle, sep- 
arated itself from the main fleet at the 
first opportunity and headed for Vla- 
divostock soon after the commence- 
ment of the action. 

Early in the battle, an officer of the 
Almaz, while watching Rojestvensky’s 
flagship, the battleship Kniaz Souvar- 
off, for a signal, saw the flagship shud- 
der from stem to stern, as if under a 
blow from a gigantic hammer, and hes- 
itate in her course, while the waves 
rose high from her armored sides. Then 
she commenced to Ist and sink. The 
officers believe that the debut of the 
submarine boat as an effective agent 
in naval warfare, or perhaps a large 
mine, caused the disaster to the Kniaz 
Souvaroff. The damage, however, was 
£0 extensive that the flagship soon 
went down, leaving the deck officers and 
many of the crew struggling in the 
waves. One of the Russian torpedo 
boats, elther the destroyer Buiny or the 
Bravi, ran in and picked up a number 
of the swimmers, one of whom was re- 
cognized through a glass as Admiral 
Rojestvensky. Under a duelling at- 
tack, the Japanese warships, alded by 
torpedo boats, mines and submarines, 
the Boredino, Osliabia and Ural were 
placed out of action and followed the 
flagship to the bottom. 


Positive of Jap Losses. 


The fog which had raised and lower- 
ed intermittently during the morning 
now began to settle down again, and 
the distance of the Almaz, which had 
now succeeded in disengaging. herself 
in the eembat from the struggling ships, 
made it difficult for her to see clearly, 
but the officers are positive that they 
saw two Japanese battleshigs disap- 
pear beneath the sea before their eyes, 
and that two Japanese cruisers ap- 
‘peared on the point of sinking. 


ROJESTVENSKY’S ESCAPE. 


Reported From St. Petersburg to Have 
Arrived With Wound In Head, at 
Viadivostock In Destroyer Buiny. 


St. Petersburg, May 31.—Admiral 
Rojestvensky has arrived at Viadivo- 
stock, on board the torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Buiny. During the battle, he 
sustained a wound in the head. 

Admiral Durnovo has received a de- 
spatch from his son, who js in com- 
mand of Buiny, describing fully how 
his commander-in-chief, Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky, was sayed. The admiral 
was washed off the deck of the Kni- 
az Souyaroff just before the flagship 
foundered, and was picked up by the 
torpedo boat destroyer Buiny. 

Other private despatches from Vla- 
divostock say the Russians lost 12 
warships sunk and captured during 
the engagement. 

Fight For Honor. 

Admiral Nebogatoff's battered rem- 
nant surrendered off Liancourt Rocks, 
while Rojestvensky, with the best re- 
maining battleships, fought on for the 
honor of the Russian navy. The Ad- 
miralty learned with a sense of relief 
that the flagship Kniaz Souvaroff sank 
under the feet of the Russian com- 
mander-!n-chief, 

The surrender of Nebogatoff's two 
battleships, even though the circum- 
stances are not known, Is regarded as 
a disgrace. The ships still unaccount- 
ed for here are the battleship Navarin 
and the protected cruisers Gleg, Auro- 
ra and Izumrud, 


SKRYDLOFF’S GROMOBOI. 


Strikes Mine and Goes Down With 800 
Hands—Admiral Skrydloff Be- 
lieved to Be a Victim,

Acute Bronchitis. 


Paris, May 27—Baron Alphonse de 
Rothschild, head of the French branch 
of the banking house bearing the name 
of Rothschild, and Governor of the 
Bank of France, died yesterday morn- 
ing at 4.30, from acute bronchitis ag- 


&revated by gout. : 


The news of the baron’s death caused 
a deep impression among financiers 
Generally. It was said that his death 
would probably momentarily influence 
the extensive Interests In which the 
house is concerned, but that it would 
not have a lasting effect on the mar- 
kets. The deceased will be succeeded 
as head of the Paris banking house by 
Baron Lamber de Rothschild of Brus- 
sels, whose business capacity has earn- 
ed him a world-wide reputation. 

The burial of Baron Alphonse will be 
most simple, according to the strict 
Tule of the Rothschild family, including 
a plain coffin without mourning tri- 
butes. The funeral, the date of which 
has not yet been fixed, will be the oc- 
casion of a notable tribute of respect. 

Baron Alphonse de Rothschild was 
the second son of Baron James de 
Rothschild, having succeeded his bro- 
ther, the late Baron Edmond James 
de Rothschild at head of the Paris 
house. Baron Alphonse was born Feb- 
Tuary 1, 1827. He was a governor of 
the Bank of France, a member of the 
Academy of Fine Arts, a member of 
the French Institute, and a command- 
er of the Legion of Honor. The de- 
ceased baron leaves two children, 
Baron Edouard and Baroness Beatrix. 
He has two surviving brothers, Baron 
Gustay and Baron Edmond. Baron 
Gustay has a son, Robert, and two 
daughters, one of whom married Sir

Dr. James Thorburn Dies. 

Toronto, May 27.—It was as a shock 

; that friends of Dr. James Thorburn, 418 
West Bloor street, learned of his death 
yesterday morning. Although suffer- 
ing from a heart trouble for two years, 
he attended a meeting of the North Am- 
erica Life directors on Tuesday. He 
was taken {ll that evening. 

Deceased was bom in Queenston 
Noyemebr 21, 1830, and was a son of 
David Thorburn, member for Lincoln in 
the old Canada Assembly. He enter- 
ed Toronto University as a youth, grad- 
uated from the Toronto School of Med- 
icine, and went to Edinburgh to con- 
tinue his studies. In 1855 he return- 
ed to Toronto and had been in practice 
here since. 

For some years he filled the chair of 
pharmacology and therapeutics in the 
medical faculty of the Toronto Uni- 
versity, and later was physician to Up- 
Per Canada College, and consulting 
physician to the General Hospital and 
held several similar appointments for 
other institutions. He was for some 
years surgeon to the Queen's Own Ri- 
fles, and was with them at Ridgeway 
in 1866. He retired as surgeon-major 
in 1879, and became examiner of the 
College of Physiclans and Surgeons in 
the same year. In 1896 he became yice- 
president of that body. In 1885 he was 
president of the Canadian Medical As- 
sociation, and in 1897 became the pres- 
{dent of the Ontario Medical College. 
He was a valued writer to the medical 
Press, and in addition published a 


“Manual of Life Insurance Examina- 
tions.”

Released On Bail to Await Trial in the 
Fall—No Assignment Yet. : 

Newmarket, May 30—J. J: Warren, 
barrister, of Toronto, appeared for T.

Lloyd and T. J. Woodcock, J.P., yester— 
day morning, to enter a plea to the 
three charges of misappropriating 
trust funds of the Weddell estate, az- 
gregating $4,612.

SILVELA DEAD. = 


Former Spanish Premier and Conser= 
vative Leader Passes at 62. 

Madrid, May 3$1—Francis Silvela_ 
former Premier, died on Monday from 
complications resulting from troubles 
of the heart and nervous system, from 
which he had been suffering since 1903, 
when he was ordered to take a com- 
mista rest and resigned the Premier- 
ship. 

Senor Don Francesco Silvela was 
the foremost Spanish Conservative 
leader after the death of Canovas He 
was considered one of the most elo- 
quent orators of Spain. He was born 
in Madrid in 1848 and brought up as a 
lawyer. In 1869 he was elected to the 
Cortes, was appointed Minister of For- 
elgn Affairs in 1877 and became Span- 
ish Minister to France in 1884. 

In the Cubar war for independence 
Preceding the intervention of America. 
he became leader of a group of dis- 
sident Conservatives, advocating an’ 
investigation into the affairs of Cuba 
and the development of the island's 
material interests and reform of her 
administration, He expressed the op- 
inion that it was absolutely necessary 
for Spain to abandon her policy of poll— 
tical isolation. Having opposed Sa- 
gasta’s Government and policy he was 
called upon to form a Conservative 
Ministry in February, 1899. He resign- 
ed in October, 1900, but after the fall 
‘ft Sarasta resumed office in 1902.

The Telephone Committee of the 
Commons heard some more evidence 
Friday that was in the mature of a 
surprise to those possessed by, Fhe 
municipalization craze.

THE BIRDS FEED ON THEM 


FACTS ABOUT THE CODLINC WORM 
OF THE APPLE 


By Prof. Lochhead of Ontario Agricul 
tural College Staff. 

The codling worm is the cause of 
greater Joss to the apple industry 
thao any, other insect. The extent 
of the loss to Ontario alone runs up 
year into the hundreds of 
thousands of, dollars, and into the 
milliona in the United States—all be- 
cause the remedies which have been 
discovered by, the entomologists have 
not been applied by the apple-grow- 
ers. 

While there is but one brood of 
the codling moth east and north of 
Toronto, there are two broods west 
and south of the same place.

HOW TOGO DID IT. 


Doubled Round Islands and Poured 
Terrible Fire Into Russians, 


London, May 30.—According to 
correspondent of The Daily Mail 
Boeul, Corea, carly on Saturday mom- 
Ing, Vice-Admiral Togo, with practi- 
cally all the powerful fighting ships of 
the Japanese navy, was at Masampho, 
Corea, when wireless signals from his 
scouts, between the Tsu and Quelpart 
Islands, announced the approach of the 
Russian fleet in full force. 

A few hours later the scouts report- 
ed that the Russians were not ascend- 
Ing the western channel as had been 
anticipated, but that they were com- 
ing up the eastern channel. 

Admiral Togo immediately started at 
full speed around the north of the Tsu 
Islands, and when he doubled the 
islands he saw the Ruaslans coming 
in two columns. He then brought a 
terrific fire to bear on the flank of the 
port column, and as the Russians fell 
intp disorder he forced them steadily 
eastward towards the Japanese coast, 
where they were attacked by every 
vessel that flew the Japanese flag.

WHAT THE ORIENTAL WAR HAS TAUGHT 


The Bayonet Restored as a Useful 


Hygiene—Elevon-inch Cuns in Siege Operations. 


This is the first great war fought 
with modern arms, and military men 
everywhere will search its records to 
learn from them the lessons thoy 
have to teach. The changed condi- 
tions and their effect on the conduct 
of this war will lead probably to 
chang: in organizations, in tactics, 
in material of war, and will indicate 


new problems to be studied, new so- | 


lutions to be obtained, in the sub- 
jects of supply, and transportation, 
and in the care of men, But while 
much of the information that has 
been already received may not be 
wholly, reliable, and though our 
knowledge of details is in no way 
sufficiently, complete to provide the 
data for the formation of a final 
judgment, enough may be gathered 
by, careful selection from official re- 
ports, from the lelters of corres- 
pondents, and from observers re- 
turned from the ficld to permit us 
to judge to a certain extent of the 
effect of modern appliances on the 
conduct of the war, und to draw ten- 
tative conclusions us to what the 
future will develop, The thus 
far bas overturned some of the ideas 
almost universally held by military 
men, bas confirmed others, has re- 
viyed some, and has brought forward 
new applications or new ideaspwhich 
are regarded with the greatest in- 
terest.

Perbaps the most complete over- 
turning of a woell-fixed belief that 
this war has brought about is in 
the matter of the bayonet, which had 
come to be considered an obsolete 
weapon, and hag lost its true c®ar- 
acter as an adjunct to the gun, 
whose purpose was to convert the 
gun into a pike. It had become a 
tool of general utility for cutting 
meat and saplings and digging ' en- 
trenchmenis, and was attached to 
the gun principally as the most con- 
venient means of carrying it, and 
that it might be there for use as 
a bayonet in the very, few emergen- 
cies that were expected to require 
such use, With the increase in the 
power and accuracy and quickness of. 
fire of the soldier’s rifle battles were 
expected to be decided at long range, 
and it was thought that hand-to- 
band conflicts between the combat- 
ants would be of such rare occur- 
rence that special provision was not 
needed for them. But in the warin 
Manchuria there aye been many 
conflicts with the bayonet, and in- 
deed it may bo inferred that in more 
than one inslance these conflicts 
were the decisive events in the bat- 
tle. In the defence of Mukden the 
{ast point 
Putiloff Hill, so called after the Rus- 
sian colonel who led the gallant 
charge by which the hill was recap- 
tured from the Japanese in the first 
days of the defence of Mukden, After 
the recapture by the Russians, which 
was nol uccomplished at the first ef- 
fort, and during the twenty days of 
fighting, charge after charge was 
made by, the Japanese, in one day 
us many as four. The futility of the 
charges by day soon taught the Jap- 
vnese that theic only hope lay in at- 
tacks by night, for it was only at 
night that they could come into suf- 
ficiently close contuct with the en- 
emy, to hope to dislodge him. One 
result of these close combats, we are 
informed, was the frequent mistak- 
ing of friend for foe id both sides 
incurred large losses from this cause, 
When the Japanese finally regained 
possession of the hill there had fall- 
en around it more men than were 
Jost by both sides during the whole 
of the Boer war. 

As it was at Mukden, so it had 
been previously at Liao-Yang, where 
the resistance of the Russians at 
those points held most stubbornly by

! were killed or wounded or taken pri- 
soners. In the Civil War General 
Grant was severely criticized for the 
large losses suffered by, the Union 
troops in the battles of the Wilder- 
ness. The orders to attack issued by, 
Lord Roberts, in the latter part of 
the Boor War, are said to have con- 
tained the words “If this be possible 
without heavy, loss.’ Yet in neither 
of these instances did the losses ap- 
proach any such percentage as is re- 
ported in several batties of the pres- 
ent war, and, in addition, the Civil 
War had been in progress for three 
yeurs when the Battle of the Wild- 
erness was fought, and the latter 
part of the Boer war came after two 
years of fighting.

« From the records of excessive 
losses in battle we may happily turn 
to the evidence of the most wonder- 
ful improvement, shown by, the Jap- 
anese, that has taken place in the 
care of soldiers on the march and in 
camps, and in the treatment of the 
wounded. By far the greater part 
of the losses in, all previous wars 
has been due to disease, these losses 
usually exceeding 80 per cent. of the 
total loss, and in some cases, not- 
ably in our war with Spain, amount- 
ing to considerably, over 90 per cent. 
By strict attention to the most ad- 
vanced principles of military by- 
gienc, by the most careful supervi- 
sion of the soldier’s food and of the 
water he drinks, by strict applica- 
‘tion of all necessary sanitary meas- 
ures in the camps and biyouacs, the 
Japanese haye succeeded in practi- 
cally, eradicating disease as a source 
of more than temporary loss (o their 
armies. , The thoroughness with 
which thess measures are carried out 
may be inferred from the statement 
of one correspondent, who, in trav- 
elling through Korea to’ join the 
forees at the front, could discover 
on the road no evidences that a large 
army had passed over the same road 
but a few days before him.

Aldermen O'Rielly and Robinson 
moved the first reading of a by-law 
appointing Constable Reeves collec- 
tor of poll taxes, his remuneration 
to be 10 per cent.

respecting the collection of town 
taxes in two instalments.

People had a right 
to say, “If I come here to Lindsay 
and pay my honest British money for 
a lot, why should I not have the 
right to build where I like on my 
own??? People coming in wanted 
vegetable gardens at the back, not 
large Jawns in front. The Alder- 
men then referred to the probable 
effect of the frontage by-law on 
Spratt’s field and on several corner 
lots. 

Ald. Rea—"Yes, it will affeot cor- 
ner lots.” 

Ald, Robson—"'I think the distance 
—30 feet—is too great.” 

Ald. O’Rielly thought the members 
showed themselyes unusued to ad- 
yarced legislation. He had been un- 
der the impression that Ald. Robin- 
son and otbers fully understood the 
by-law when {t was read on Friday 
night, but apparently he was in er- 
ror. He would say again that the 
by-law would affect none injuri- 
ously but would benefil the town im- 
mensely in appearance. The 
ernment gaye towns the power 
pass such by-laws, which were in 
force in Berlin and elsewhere. In 
the main the object was to prevent 
such an outrage as Mr. J. G. Ed- 
wards and other citizens had suffer- 
ed through having stubles and other 
buildings built in objectionable situ- 
ations. This depreciated the value 
of properties effected and the town 
lost taxes. 

Ald. Robinson in impasstwned and 
ringing tones resented the imputa- 
tion that he had not fully under- 
stood the full intent of the by-law 
and binted thot Ald. O'Rielly was 
inclined to play the part of a young 
Napoleon.

House Approves Sir Frederick 
Borden’s Increase Plan, 


MINISTER’S EXPLANATION 


The Active Militia—Council Has a New 
Scheme In View to Provide Efficient 
Defence, Especially In the Western 
Provinces — Ferce Will Be In- 
ore d — Distribution of the 
Forces. 


Ottawa, June 7,—In the House yes- 
terday the supply bill, containing the 
amounts voted during the present ses- 
sion, was put through {ts several 
stages. It amounts to $43,002,781, being 
$6,364,622 of supplementarles for the 
current year, and $86,638,269 {n main 
estimates for 1905-6. This, of course, 
does not include the estimates author- 
ized by statute. 

In explanation of the resolution re- 
specting the Royal Military College, 
Sir Frederick Borden said it was de- 
sired to amend the R. M_C. Act, which 
at present limited to $26,000 the total 
sum available for salaries of professors, 
instructors and assistant instructors, 
by removing the limitation so that ad- 
ditional teachers may be engaged. The 
limit already was exceeded, and Par- 
Mament would vote the salarics yearly 
anyway. 

The resolution was passed, and the 
bill introduced and read a firet time 

The resolution to increase the per- 
manent corpa of Canada to 6,000 men 
was then taken up. Sir Frederick 
Borden explained that it was proposed 
to increase the cavalry to 1,360, three 
squadrons of Royal Canadian Dragoons 
and six squadrons of mounted rifies. 
There will be three batteries of the 
Royal Canadian Horse Artillery, 400, 
and five companies of the Royal Cana- 
dian Garrison Artillery, 1.100; three 
companies of Engineers, 300; ten com- 
panies of Infantry, 1,200; army medical 
Corps, 150; Army Service Corps, 150; 
Ordnance Corps, 150; a total of 4,800. 


Distribution of Force. 


It {s proposed that there shall bo 
one squadron each of the Dragoons at 
Toronto, St. John’s, P. Q.. and Freder- 
icton, the’ two latter to replace the 
Infantry. Of the Mounted Rifles, there 
are to be one squadron in Winnipeg, 
three In Alberta and two in Saskatche- 
wan. Two batteries of the Horse Ar- 
Ullery are to be maintained at King- 
ston, half a battery in Winnipeg, and 
half a battery in Calgary. Two com- 
panies of the Garrison Artillery will be 
stationed at Halifax, one at Esquimalt, 
B. C., and two companies at Quebec. 
One company of the Engineers will be 
stationed at Halifax, one at Esquimalt, 
B. C., and the other distributed. The 
Infantry will be located: Four com- 
panies at Halifax, one company at 
Montreal, one each at Quebec, London, 
Toronto, Fort William and Esquimalt, 
B. C, A detachment will also be main- 
tained in Alberta, and one in Manitoba. 

The Minister further explained that 
the permanent establishment at pres- 
ent was about 1,200, the statutory limit 
being 2,000, te which figure it was in- 
creased last session. The establish- 
ment of 6,000 would not be reached for 
some time. The garrisons 
and Halifax will require 
men. In addition, it was proposed to 
establish a depot at Montreal of 200 
men, a similar depot in the Northwest 
end Strathcona, and have 126 men at 
Calgary. 


The Two Garrisons. 


To Col. Tisdale the Minister said that 
it was proposed to take over Halifax 
on July 1. As te Esquimalt the pro- 
posal was to leave the fortifications in 
charge of the British garrison for an- 
other year, except that instead of pay- 
ing half the expense of the garrison, 
as Canada had been dolng for many 
years, the Dominion would pay the 
whole of it, and in one year from July 
1 take over the entire responsibility 
and control about 850 Artillery and 
‘Engineers constituting the garrison at 
Esquimalt. ; 

Dr. Daniel suggested that Parliament 
be given some information as to tho 
policy of the Government on the mat- 
ter of the military and naval defence 
of Canada, and also as te the advis- 
ability of particfpating in some scheme 
of Imperial defence. 

“That,” replied Sir Frederick, “would 
more properly fall to the duty of the 
Prime Minister. But I propose to dis- 
cuss at some length the policy of the 
Government and of the Militia Depart- 
ment as te the development of the mil- 
{Ua in the Dominion, and as te the 
Question of this country on land, and 
the maintenance of the civil authority 
within It” 


About Reduotions. 


In the House last night Sir Frederick 
Borden sald he wished to correct a 
wrong impression that was abroad re- 
Garding the so-called reductions. It 
was found desirable to reduce the peace 
establishment for the present training 
and this is what had been done: He 
then read a memorandum from Gen. 
Lake embodying the views of the Mil- 
{ta Council tn the matter, The mem- 
crandum stated that the Mil{tia Coun- 
ctl had a definite policy view, which 
contemplated constderable extensions 
and better adaptability to the require- 
ments of defence. 

The actual strength of the active 
milla in round numbers was 46,000 
men. It was proposed to drill this year 
48,000 men, The difference (8,000) fs 
mainly in officers and non-commission- 
ed officers, These men would still be 
on the strength of the regiments, but 
would be placed in a column by them- 
selves. These men would be notified 
that although they will drill this year 
as far as city regiments are concerned 
they will not drill hereafter until no- 
tified,

An Electrical Storm’s Havoc in 
Lower Michigan. 


FOUR DEAD; 8 FATALLY HURT 


Lightning Also Has Its Victims in 
Michigan — Around About Exeter, 
Ontario, Storm King Likewise Rag- 
ed With Fatal Resulte—Devasta- 
tion in City Blocks at Bingham- 
ton, N. ¥.—Other Accidents. 


Detroit, June 6—An electrical storm, 
which was general throughout lower 
Michigan late yesterday, took the form 
of a tornado in the Thumb district. 
Through Tuscola and Sanilac Counties 
it swept a path of death and devasta- 
tion half a mile wide. 

The dead: Mary Smith, child of 
John Smith, a farmer, near Urban; 
child of Edward Philpotts, a farmer 
near Urban, 

Fatally injured: Three children’ of 
Edward Philpotts, smal] son of John 
Smith, Mrs, Wagner, Mrs. William 
Hutchinson, William Dozser, a farmer 

Seriously injured: John Smith, arm 
broken; child ef John Smith, arm torn 
off; Edwards Philpotts. 

In addition to the above, Elsie Ap- 
ploman, aged 12, was killed by light- 
ning, at Hemlock, in Saginaw Coun- 
ty, and George Morrow was fatally in- 
jured by lightning, At Central Lake, 
Charlevoix County, three men had tak- 
en refuge with Morrow in a vacant 
building, and they also sustained rev- 
ere shocks. 

Tornado at Binghamton, 

Binghamton, June 6—The worst tor- 
nado that ever visited this vicinity 
blew down a large number of houses 
and barns in the Fifth and Sixth 
Werds of this city last night, at 10.30 
o'clock. The tornado carried devasta- 
tion in {ts narrow path for several 
blocks, but so far as reported no one 
was killed and only one person was 
badly injured. 


BACK AND LEG BROKEN. 


Man Living In Township of Stephen 
Injured In Big Storm. 

Exeter, June 6—The worst wind- 
storm for many years, accompanied 
with thunder, lightning and rain pass- 
ed over this district about 4 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon. James Shapton’s 
barn, third concession, Stephen, was 
totally wercked; also his kitchen; 
Frank Treibner’s barn was completely 
destroyed, as well as his orchard 

A number of farmers were drawing 
gravel, and when the “storm came up 
they went to Treibner’s barn for shel- 
ter. The result was that one young 
man, named Walker, had his back and 
leg broken, and the doctors have no 
hopes of his recovery. Mis horse was 
killed. 

Many ather barns were unroofed and 
chimneys blown down. Parts of fruit 
trees and shade trees were blown in 
all directions. 


RECOVERY OF 440 BODIES. 


There Are Still Many Missing as Re- 
sult of Natal Storm. 

Durban, Natal, June 6—Up to the 
present, 440 corpses of Hindoo labor- 
ers, Europeans and others, who lost 
their lives through the hurricane which 
recently swept over Natal and the sub- 
sequent bursting of the reseryoir at 
Pinetown, the centre of the tea and 
sugar plantations, have been recov- 
ered. 

The bodies of many other victims 
have not been recovered. 


TRAIN STRIKES TWO GIRLS. 
Watching One, Missed the Other—Both 
Will Die. 

St. Johns, Que, June 6—A lament- 
able accident occurred here last even- 
ing. Two girls, about ten years of 
age, daughters of Samuel Raymond and 
Prudent Potvin, on their way home 
about 6.80 p. m., halted on the C. P. R 
main Ine crossing to allow a freight 
from the east to pass on the siding. 
Their attention being drawn to the 
freight, they did not notice the local 
passenger train from Montreal, which 
came along at the same time. 

One of the girls was struck by the 
engine and thrown agailnst the railway 
platform, receiving very serlous injury, 
The other was drawn under the engine 
and had both legs crushed, It is doubt- 
ful if either will survive.

RAMMED BY A BATTLESHIP 


Twenty-Three Men Drowned — The 
Caesor, Which Struck the Afghanis- 
tan, Was Unable to Give the Signal 
to Slow Down Owing to the Fog 
—Triumph, Swift and Hannibal 
Damaged. 


London, June 5.—During a fog of 
Dungeness early Saturday morning 
the British battleship Caesar collided. 
with the British bark Afghanistan. 
The Afghanistan sank two minutes 
after the collision. It is feared that 
twenty-three men on board the bark 
were drowned, as only eleven of ber 
crew of thirty-four were picked up. 


At the time of the accident, the 
channel fleet, steaming in two col 
umne, with the Caesar leading the 


second column, suddenly entered & 
fog bank and was unable to give the 
signs] to slow down. 

Prior to the collision between the 
Caesar and the Afghanistan, the bat- 
Ueship Triumph collided with the bat- 
tleship Swiftsure, and both will hare 
to be docked. The Caesar was consid- 
erably damaged. 

Another disaster was narrowiy 
averted, as the battleship Hannibal 
shortly afterward fouled another ves- 
se] and carried away her head gear.

New York, June 3—Figures prepared 
in Washington for The New York 
Times by the Naval Intelligence Ba- 
reau of the Navy Department, under 
direction of Capt. Seaton Schroeder, it= 
chief, show that as a result of the 
battle just fought and its predecessors, 
Russia has dropped from third to ser— 
enth place in naval power and Japan 
has risen from seventh to sixth The 
fighting has put the United States up 
trom fifth to fourth place and Germany 
from fourth to third.

Mr. Mark took his text from St. 
Mark 6th chapter, 4th verse, “But 
Jesus said unto him, a prophet is 
not without honor but in bis own 
kin, ond in his own house.” Mr. Mark 
dwelt ‘on the reply to the above 
words, which were spoken by, Jesus. 
Human nature wax the same the 
wholo world over. To-day we find 
people who cannot aceept or belicve 
except through a scientific method 
or else see for themselves, Such 
traits of Obristian character which 
we find in past ages we should not 
be foo ready to condemn beewuse wo 
find the same kind of people to-day, 
Men who ask lots of questions before 
believing are entilled to our sympa- 
thy. hese people of carly days hod 
not the evidence that we have to- 
day {hat Christ was resurrected, Mr. 
Mark illustrated David playing be- 
fore Saul when he prophesied the 
coming of Christ, Lle also spoke of 
the men of art, literature, politics, 
finance — how none could afford to 
neglect the minor things of life. It 
is not what a man his that makes 
him great, but what be is, and nopy 
so much what be is, but what he 
strives to be.

More men 
would gladly fight for the cause of 
Christ to-day than for any other 
cause. 

Secretary Reed, before announcing 
his text, spoke on the Y. M. CG.

OBITUARY, 


Thomas Gillson, Mariposa 

On the morning of May 15th there 
passed away, in the person of Mr. 
Thomas Gillson, one of the earliest 
settlers of Mariposa township, hay- 
ing fTeached the age of 83 years, 
Since the death of his wife, two years 
ago, he had been living with his son, 
Thomas, at whose home in London 
he died. 

Mr. Gillson, at the age of twen- 
ty-two, emigrated to this country io 
1844, with his young wile, Mary 
Clarke. They were natives of the 
County of Norfolk, in England, They 
soon settled on a farm on tho 4th 
concession of Marjposa, and hero me 
spent the greater portion of their 
lives, In 1880 Mr. Gillson retired 
from the active pursuit of farming, 
in which he had been very, success- 
ful, and moved to the town of Lind- 
say, where he lived until the year 
1900, 

There are comparatively few mon 
who have sustained such a charac- 
ter for uprightness and christian pi- 
ety for so fong a period. Ho always 
kept in view the “‘standurd of right” 
planted by the Master whom he 
served, and all those who knew him 
declare that, so far as human judg- 


ment can decide, he did not doviate 
from the path which it marked out, 
fle was for many yeu'rs ono of the 
ablest local preachers of the Meth- 
odist church. Io this capacity he 
many times set out on Saturday af- 
ternoon, so that he might be in 
time to preach on the Sabbath at 
such distant appointments as Fon- 
elon Falls, etc. Most of these jour- 
neys were performed on horseback, 
in true pioneer fashion, as many of 
the roads wore impassable for any 
veliicle other than an ox cart. 

Ho was a life-long Reformer, but 
always maintained by practice and 
precept that party prejudice should 
be Inid aside in the cause of right 
by every true christian, He leavea 
a fomily of eight, five sons and 


three daughters, to mourn his loss.

The addresses were all of a high 
order, and the sentiments expressed 
were received with enthusiastic ap- 
plauso and cheers. Mr, Hioki, who 
represented His Imperial Majesty, 
the Japanese Emperor, in the un- 
avoidable absence, on account of ill- 
ness, of the Japunese Ambassador, 
was the star of the evening, He nas 
a remarkable command of the Eng- 
lish language. 

Mr. Hioki began his address with 
a vigorous dofence of the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliince, characterizing as ab 
sojutely without foundation al) as- 
sortions to tle: effect that the afli- 
ance was intended to give an unfair 
advantage to Great Britain or Jap- 
an, and that it is responsible for the 
prosent war between the latter coun- 
try and Russia. 

“The alliance,” he declared, "is 
purely peaceful and defensive, and 
its primary, objects the maintenance 
of the integrity of the Chinese em- 
piro and the maintenance of the op- 
en door policy in China, have been 
so far nobly and successfully. accom- 
plished.” 

Continuing, Mr. Hioki said: 

It is quite evident a belief exists 
that the strength and power of Ja- 
pan is both a political and commer- 


4 cial menace to the United States. It 


has been said that Japan dwells with 
covetous eye on the Philippines and 
longs for the Pacific island posses- 
sions of the United States. I assure 
you no serious-minded person in Ja- 
pan entertains any such thought. 
Japan has enough to do for many 
a year to come to develop her own 
resources, to assist in the regenera- 
tjon of Corea, to improve the condi- 
tion of Formosa, to profit by tha 
commercial growth of Manchuria. 

The Philippines are outside of the 
sphere of our interest and form no 
part in our industrial and. commer- 
cial expansion. Instead of Japan 
coveting the possessions of the Unit- 
ed States in the Pacific, Japan wel- 
comes the. United States as a noigh- 
bor, as tending still further to in- 
crease the bonds of friendship that 
exist between the two countries. 

For the samo reason that Japan 
does not menace the United States 
politically, Japan does not threaten 
the United States commercially. TI 
have seen it stated that Japan will 
control the markets of China to the 
injury of Americun trade, but that 
is an imaginary fear, There never 
hae been, is not now, nor will be a 
strong commercial rivalry between 
Japan and the United States. 

Japan sells to China principally sea 
weeds, salt fish, beecho de mce@, and 
other marina products, mushrooms, 
Ginseng. copper, coal, cotton yarns 
and fabrics. The United States sells 
to China flour, keroseno oi), timber, 
machinery, railway materials and 
colton goods. Where do Japan and 
the United States come into conflict? 
Each is supplying China with art- 
icles which admit of no competition. 

Japan is buying a large quantity 
of flour from the United States, She 
docs not produce kerosene, timber, 
machinery and railway materials. 
article in which thore oan 
bo a possible competition is in cotton 
In this, dowever, the oompe- 
tition is in theory rathor than in 
fact. 

In the first place Japan does not 
produce cotton, and therefore all 
raw material used in the cotton in- 
dustry is imported from the United 
States, India and China. Now, ‘there 
are five competitors in this lina of 
goods in the Chinese market—Great 
Britain, tha United States, India, 
Japan and China. Tho British and 
American interests lie prinoipally in 
cotton fabrics and yarns of tho fin- 
er quality, and betwepn these two 
countries there caists competition. 
The interests of Japan and India lie 
prircipally in cotton yarns and fab- 
rics of a coarser kind, while tho 
Chinese interests aro similar to those 
of Japan and India, and there ox- 
ist competition between these throa 
countrics, But between the former 
two and the latter threo there is 
almost no competition, 

Further, a careful study of the re- 
sult of competition in China shows 
(hat instead of one article driving 
ita compotitors out off the market 
both competitors simultaneously in- 
creased their sales, The reason for 
this fs that in a yast country like 
China, where there exists practioally 
an unknown and an inoxhaustible 
market, and as yet such a small por- 
tion is open to the influence of for- 
eign commereo, the result of compo- 
tition is always to widen tho extent 
of} the market,

A holiday is bad enough, but a 
circus far worse evil. Each 
holiday upsets business to a large 
extent, and almost closes down our 
industries for a week, but when n 
circus comes along the noxt day to a 
holiday (the effect is doubly a3 bad. 
So indifferent are many mechanios 
in the yarious shops that they will 
stay away from work to attend a 
circus, and so many there are who 
are thus carried away with the show 
craze that the owners of the dig 
shops find it does not pay, to run 
their concerns on circus day. Thus 
thousands of dollars that might be 
earned are forfcited to rolly, and the 
output of factories deoransed by a 
day’s idleress. If men could only 
seo that what they lose in wages, 
added to what they spend circus day 
or on a holiday, more than cats up 
all the margin over board in a whole 
week's hard work, we believe they 
would not be so ready to drop work 
for eyery bit of oxcitement, and 
waste their day and expenses, It 
is fast becoming a fixed custom—an 
actual necessity—for shops to close 
down for two or three days for cach 
holiday, and those who want to work 
are forced to go idle because others 
see fit to waste their time and mon- 
ey. It is safe to estimate that the 
circus and Victoria Day combined 
cost this town from $8,000 to $10,- 
000, which is mostly all lost, even 
allowing that part of the money 
spent went into the channcls of 
trade. The town loses $50,000 to 
$75,000 a year in holidays and tho 
attending idleness and spending of 
money. This loss is not borne by. 
those who can afford to lose money, 
but comes mostly, out of those who

The Night Hawk.

(Toronto Globe.) 

The night hawk has come to as- 
sure us that summer is really at 
hand. The first robin may come at 
any time, and the crow is cager to 
make an early appearance. The song. 
Sparrow, chipping sparrow, yellow 
warbler and other foarless invaders 
of the city often defy, the threaten- 
ing delays of spring. But when the 
night hawk circles and darts about 
in the lowering evening sky, sound- 
ing his peculiar buzzing whistle or 


coasting down with half-closed 
wings, it is an assurance that the 
Growing season has come, Pursuing 


his insect prey, in the upper air, he 
describes continuous circles and 
curves as graceful as the sweep of 
his slender wings. His nicely indis- 
tinct markings of black, white and 
buff are then inyisible but the big 
white spot on each wing looks like 
a hole with the grey, sky showing 
through. When tho day is bright he 
sits lengthwise on a limb in a shady. 
tree, or on the top of a dead wall 
on a tal) city building. His short, 
diminutive beak gives no indication 
of the broad, cayernous mouth that 
hoe distends when coursing on the 
wing after insect prey. With the 
adyance of evening he rises in the air 
and no bird can approach him for 
easy grace and colerity. That erratio 
flight and repeated call seem Lhe im- 
pulse of exuberant spirits rather 
than tho eager quest for food. And 
occasionally he abandons himself 
complotely to the exhilaration of his 
dizzy courso, and sturtles his admir- 
ers by darting towards the earth 
with partly closed wings, The sudden 
turn away from the threatened des- 
truction is accompanied by, a reson- 
ant buzzing and fluttering that has 
won for him the popular name, “bull 
bat.” It is a well fitting name, for, 
there is nothing of the hawk in this 
bird's form, structure or habits. 

Sometimes a cloudy day, or even 
an oxcoss of city smoke hanging in 
the air undisturbed, will deccive him 
from his perch, but his habits are 
gonerally nocturnal. Long after the 
darkness has sottled down his famil- 
iar call is heard in the upper air, 
whore he is chasing tho swarming 
insects which enjoy the darkness. 
That sound is so associated with his 
darting, circling and curving flight 
that it always draws a peering gaze 
upward into the night. Imagina- 
tion reproduces the pioture of carly 
ovening, but the thrill of recogni- 
tion comes when a long, slender wing 
flaps actoss the diso of the brighten- 
ing moon, Tho mother night hawk, 
(hough faithful to her domestio du- 
ties, makes no pretentions to nest- 
building, but lays her two eggs on 
the ground in a slight dopression, In 
tho city un inacovssible gravel roof, 
miy sorve the purpose, Thore the 
young are hatchod out and fed on 
an insoot dict till able to fly. 

Who whip-poor-will, flying ow 
along tho margin of a suburban 
wood, is somotimes mistakon for the 
night hawk oircling in the air, 
That is bocause the whip-poor-will is 
hoard oftenor than seen, It has. no 


conspicuous white marks on ity 
wings, while the white tail feathers 
and throat band aro distinguishing 
marks, Tho night hawk, oponly 
courting admiration, is credited with 
the bright melodious call of the re- 
tiring whip-poor-will, But it is not 
alony in the bird world that a lofty, 
position in Che publio eye wins tho 
oredit that a keoner discernment 
would give lo modest worth,

Regulations for Librarians. 

‘The following code of rules for the 
guidance of the librarians received 
tho approval of the Public Library, 
Woard at their last meeting: 

1. The library, shall be open| ev- 
ery week day, except legal holidays, 
from eleven o'clock a.m. to one 
o'clock p.m,, from three o’olock p. m.

4, Books must be charged to a 
member on leaving the library,and 
checked off immediately upon return 
and replaced on the shelves in their 
proper places by the librarians. 

5. Books must not be kept for any 
member, The, strictest imipartiality 
must be observed in the issuing of 
books. 

6. The librarians must be punc- 
tual in the discharge of their duties. 

7. The librarians are to have 
oharge ef the caretaking of the up- 
per rooms and to sea that they, are 
kept dusted and clean at all times 
at such remuneration as the Board 
may, determine. 

8. They are to perform such other 
dutics as the Board may require 
from time to time. a 

9. All the duties of the librarians 
are to be performed with civility and 
courtesy to every person, all being 
treated alike.

THE RAILWAY COMMISSION| HYMAN IN LONDON 
| HELD AN INTERESTING SESSION i SMITH IN N. OXFORD 


Both Constituencies Stand Firm- 
ly For the Government. 


HYMAN’S GREAT MAJORITY 


He Carries London by 329 Over “Billy” 
Gray—In North Oxford Mr. George 
Smith Held Down the Conservative 
Majority Below the Figure Ex- 
pected — The Returns From 

Both Place: 
London, Ont, June 14.—After one or 
the most vigorous contests ever carried 
on in this city, famous as it has been 
in the past for flerce election fights, the 
Liberals yesterday won a decisive vic- 
tory and re-elected Hon. Charles S. Hy- 
man, Minister of Public Works, by a 
handsome maJority. Keen, however, as 
was the contest, and in spite of the bit- 
terness stirred up by some of the Op- 
position, assisted by outsiders, the feel- 
ing at the polls was good-natured, and 
no disturbances whatever are reported 
to have occurred.) The returns were 
promptly bulletined,and inside and out 
side. 


Ovation For Mr. Hyman. 

After the lusty cheers that greeted 
the final returrs had subsided, Hon. 
C. S. Hyman made his appearance at 
a window of The Advertiser building 
and was given a tremendous ovation, 
having to wait at least five minutes be- 
fore he could address the people. 

“Fellow-citizens of London,” he said, 
“I want to thank you, one and all, for 
my election to-day, and for the hand- 
‘rome majority you have glyen me. But. 
in the first place, I want to especially 
thank the workers, the men who have 
worked so faithfully for me, and, I 
might say, with some result. They did 
everything possible to elect me, and now 
they have their reward. 

“To the faithful committees, 1 be- 
leve, belongs especial thanks. Never 
in all my battles in London have they 
worked as they have done this time. I 
Want to say also that I desire to thank 
the Conservatives, the very many Con- 
servatives, who did not believe in the 
character of the campaign against me, 
and who to-day registered thelr votes 
for me, (Cheers.) I am sure that we 
are all proud of the City of London 
—proud of it as a model city, proud of 
it as a manufacturing centre — but 
doubly proud of it to-day for the stand 
it has taken against the disgraceful cry 
which was only too unfortunately rais- 
ed here. Despite the character of this 
campaign waged against me and against 
the Liberal party of London, you have 
seen fit to clect me by the splendid ma- 
jority of $29. And in taking the stand 
it has to-day, the City of London has 
distinguished itself above all other cl- 
ties in Canada. (Cheers.) 

Will Serve the Country, 

“My election means that I, as mem- 
ber for the City of London, shall be 
called upon to fill the position of Min- 
ister of Publlo Works—a very impor- 
tant position in the councils of the na- 
tion. And I can assure you all, Liberals 
and Conservatives alike, that whatever 
ability I possess will be devoted to the 
intereste of my country, and that I 
will never do anything which will not 
reflect credit upon the men who elected 
me to-day. 

“The news we will have to send to 
Ottawa to-night will be good news, for 
it will tell the Government that the peo- 
ple of London remembered the character 
of the campaign when they went to 
vote, and marked thelr ballots as a pro- 
test against such methods. I wish to 
thank you, one and all, again.”

NO PLAN OF BATTLE 


Russ Naval Officers Not in Ro- 
jestvensky’s Confidence. 


NO WONDER THE JAPS WON 


Nebogatoff Was Only Accorded an In- 
terview of Fifteen Minutes With His 
Chief When the Squadrons Joined 
—Causes of the Russian Disaster - 
in the Sea of Japan. 


Viadlyostock, June 12,—A- series of 
interviews which the correspondent of 
the Associated Press has had with 
nayal officers who survived the battle 
of the Sea of Japan has developed a 
most sensational stery of the causes 
of the Russian disaster first of all, and 
ths complete demoralization which fol- 
lowed the sinking of the flagship Kniez 
Souvaroff and the wounding of Admiral 
Rojestvensky. 

It is explained that not a single of 
ficer of the ficet knew the commander- 
in-chiefs plans. The admirals in com- 
maand of divisions knew no more than 
the sub-lieutenants, and had to rely 
only on the signals of the flagship. 
Admiral Nebogatoff, on whom the com- 
mand devolved, had seen Rojestvensky 
only ence after the juncture of thelr 
squadrons, and then only for fifteen 
minutes. 

All the stories of extensive target 
practice jn Madagascar, it seems, were 
false. During the entire voyage there 
Was practically no training In gun- 
nery worthy the name, and the big 
gun practice was confined to three 
shots per vessel. Uely stories are told 
of the happenings at Madagascar. Some 
of the crews certainly were untrained 
in gunnery, and exhausted by the 
eight months’ voyage under trying 
moral and physical conditions were 
not a match for the veteran Japanese, 
whose marksmanship was wonderful. 

One by One They Go. 

They concentrated their fire on one 
ship until she was placed out of action 
and then on another, thus successive- 
ly sinking the Osliabla, Alexander TIL 
and Kniaz Souvarcff. Some ships de- 
veloped deplorable structural defects. 
The Osliabla sank without having a 
single hole below the waterline. Heavy 
seas entered the vessel «bove the 
water line, and the water tight com- 
partment, which were changed sev- 
eral times during the voyage, did not 
stand the strain they had been calcu- 
Jated to stand, and burst, flooding and 
heeling the vessel over until she turn- 
ed turtle. The lack of homogenity 
among the ships made {t impossthle to 
manoeuvre in harmony. The Viadimir 
Monomach, Admiral Qushakoff and 
Admiral Seniavin had to lag behind on. 
this account, becoming easy victims, 

Finally the ammunition was exhaus{- 
ed after the first day's fighting. 

Rojy. Wouldn't Learn. 

Even the very morning of the battle, 
when the buzzing of the wireless instru- 
ments of the Russtans ships showed 
that the Japanese scouts were com- 
municating his dispositions to Togo, 
Admiral Rojestvensky continued his 
ceaseless manoeuvring, and when the 
Japanese actually appeared the Rus- 
‘sians were caught in an impossible 
formation and were attacked on three 
fronts. 

Rojestvensky’s poaftion wes cramped, 
and his transports were badly placed, 
and caused confusion, while the Jap- 
anese were raining projectiles even 
from machine guns on the Russian 
ships. The latter were huddled to- 
gether blanketing each other's fire. 
Only the leaders of the columns could 
bring their guns to bear, and even 
those the untrained gunners fired wild- 
Ty.

Victims of Mines. 


To render matters worse the mines 
and torpedees sown in the paths of 
the Russian diyislons added to the con- 
fuslon. The Borodino, Admiral Nak- 
himoff and Navarin fell yictims to 
these obstructions, 

The sailors and officers were not al- 
together to blame. The main fault lies 
elsewhere. There were many heroes 
among the Russians. Capt. Berkh of 
the Osliabla committed suicide on her 
bridge as the ship sank rather than 
save himself. There were thousends of 
other heroes whose mames the world 
will never know. 

Jap Cavalry Keepe On. : 

Tokio, June 13—Official announce- 
ment is made at the headquarters of 
the Imperial army that a detachment of 
the Japanese cavalry succeeded in dis- 
lodging Russisn cayalry in the vicinity 
of Hsiyingtsu, six miles south of the 
Lioyangwopeng, Hzipingjing, two miles 
southwest of Hslyingtsu, was occupied. 

Another force defeated the Russians 
near Slaochengtsu, 18 miles north of 
Kangping, ond Kaochiawopeng, two 
miles northeast of Siaocheutsu. An 
eminence was occupied north of Slao- 
pitang, two miles east of Kaochiawe- 
Peng, and ten miles west of Liaoyang- 
wopeng. 

No Japs Need Apply. 


Baltimore, June 18—The navy de 
partment has passed an order barring 
the Japanese from the American war-

For May the total imports for 
consumption, exclusive of coin and 
bullion, were $23,668,610, an tncrease 
of $2,245,136 Exports of domestic pro- 
ducts for the month amounted to $13,- 
386,721, a gain of $1,424,338. TI 
makes the total gain for May, conte 
ing imports and exports, $3,668,474. 
The increase for the month was great- 
er in imports of free goods than in 
imports of dutiable goods, being $1- 
412,773 as against $65,146 There was 
a gain of $2,245,186 in coin and bullion 
imported. Taking the eleven montis 
ending May 3ist, imports for censimp- 
tion were $233,274,627, being an im- 
provement of $6,680,815 over the same 
period of the year previous.

TAMPERING WITH DAMS EN- 
DANGER THE FLOATING OF 
ABOUT 100,000 LOGS. 


Corew's, Baker & Bryans’ and Rider & 
Kitchiner’s Drives Hold Up, 

The business off the lumberman is 
subject to many unforeseen risks and 
uncertainties. When large gongs of 
men hove been sent into their limits 
in the far north to cut the logs that 
are to feed (heir milla next season 
tho work is subject to various con- 
trolling circumstances, chief of 
which are too much snow or too lit- 
tle. Then when the season's out is 
drawn to the icy banks of the yar~ 
fous streams down, which they are 
to be flonted when the spring break- 
up occurs, the vital question is the 
supply of water held back by the 
dams of the reservoir Jakes, the let- 
ting away of which in euitable quan- 
tities is to fill the small creeks con- 
necting many of the lakes and sweep 
the logs onward toward the mille 75 
or 100 miles away, Any, serious delay 
would in many cases be futal—the 
logs must proceed onward with the 
flood of water let loose, or remain 
in the creeks until the following 
spring, the result in such a case be- 
ing severe financial loss to the lum- 
berman and to the men employed in 
his mill. For this reason the dams 
up north are watched with great 
care, und eyery effort is made both 
by Government employees and the 
lumbermen (themselves to have the 
stop-logs all in place fh order that 
the lakes muy fill up as a result of 
tho spring rains and the melting of 
the ice and snow in the watersheds 
drained by the many small streams, 

A CASE IN POINT. 

In the limits adjacent to Swamp 
Lake, a Jarge body of water in Gal- 
way township, large camps were op- 
erated last winter by Messrs. Baker 
& Bryane, John Carew and Rider 
Kitchener, all of Lindsay. Tho cut 
was large—about 100,000 pieces in all 
—and these would have to be floated 
down the tortuous channel of No- 
gey’s Creek to its outlet on Pigeon 
Lake, about three miles below Bob- 
eaygeon. The distance as the crow 
flies is 16 miles, but the creck in afl 
its twists and windings runs a course 
of 31 miles. 

It was remarked by a few wise 
ones during the winter that the level 
of Swamp Lake seemed unusually 
low, and when the spring thaws 
cume and the snow and ice disappear- 
ed it was seen that the water was 


over three feet below the normal 
spring level. To make matters 
worse, the rainfall was light, and 


very little improvement took place. 
It had been arranged between the 
three firms that Baker & Bryans, 
having the largest cut of logs to 
handle, should float the other drives 
along with theirs, but when the 
first-mentioned firm sent Poremun 
Maurice Dincen and a Jarge gung of 
river drivers to Swamp Lake to com- 
mence operations the reports sent 
back were anything but encourag- 
ing, the lake having risen only u few 
inches. 
IT WAS “DO OR DIE.” 
and friend Dincen is not in the bab- 
it of giving way, saye when confront- 
ed by an extraordinary difficulty. 
Small creeks emptying into the lake 
were cleared of obstructions aud 
deepened so as to carry more water, 
the dams were watched with jealous 
care and every, leak as big as a lead 
pencil was carefully plugged, and the 
winding course of Nogey’s Creek was 
made as navigable as possible be- 
fore the sfop-logs were taken out 
and the timber turned loose in the 
Creek. All went well for a few days 
—then the water fell and thousands 
of, logs were left stranded. Men 
were sent back to let in the reserve 
of water held back by another dam, 
and with the aid of this, and by 
working the men almost night and 
day the dangerous parts of the 
Creek were passed in safety. Lut 
there was nothing to spare, because 
if a serious “jam” had ocourred any- 
where to stay the onward progress 
of the logs the water would have 
escaped and almost the entire drive 
would have been tied up 
FOR TWELVE MONTHS. 

It was learned by the men from 
residents in the vicinity of the lake 
that low level of the water wus due 
to certain fish poachers, who use 
nets. High water in the winter and 
spring renders their work dificult, 
and so they, guard ogainst the 
trouble by, raising the stop-logs in 
the dams and allowing the water to 
| escape until the lake is at the desir- 
ed level. As an aid to fishing the 
scheme is an admirable one, but it 
is mighty bard on the lumberman, 
and it is a question if, in case of a 
}loss, the three firms mentioned 
would not have a good case for dam- 
ages. In any event the Fisheries de- 
partment should get after the poach- 
ers, and the overseers of dams should 
make it a point to pay a few unher- 
alded visits to Swamp Lake during 
the fall and early, spring.

Cer- 
tain regulations haye been complied | 
wilh and now all (he dams will be 
looked after by, tha Dominion Goy- 
ernment. 

About forty dams in all will now 
come under the supervision of Mr. J. 


H. McClellan, superintendent of the ) 
Trent Valley Canal. ! 
The transfer will mean that all 
the dams in the north country, be- 
ing under one control, will be prop- | 
orly regulated during the year and | 
such a thing as scarcity of water | 
will become practically an impossi- | 
bility. During the months of Au- | 
gust and September navigators as 
well as manufacturers have been 
hampered by low water, and explan- 
ation was found in the fact that 
lumboermen had neglected to replace 
tho stop-logs in the reservoirs after 
they had finished flushing their tim- 
ber through.

THE WAKDEN'S ADDRESS. 


To the Municipal Council of the 
County of Victoria: 
Gentlemen—In complisncee with 


the authority given to me at the 
Jast mension of the Council, 1 have 
taken pert in the negotiotions with 
the Council of the County of On- 
tario and the Jornl Councils inter- 
ented in the question reapesting the 
Big Eddy bridge, A meeting of the 
repressutatives of the counties and 
local municipulities was beld at 
Washuge on March 7th. The Town- 
ship of Dulton was represented and 
joined in the agreement that wus 
reached. It was ip effect agreed that 
in consideration of all the meaniei- 
palities joining in a petition to the 
Legislative Asmembly for the passing 
of an Act to close the rosds Jeading 
to the bridge, and on the Act being 
Passed, the County of Ontario would 
pay the eum of eight hundred dollars 
to the township of Hams, and the 
County of Victoria would pay s like 
sum to the Township of Dalton, for 
the purpose of improving certain 
other rosds, All the necessary pro- 
ceedings for the imtroduction of a 
Hill were taken by John HE. Farewell, 
K. C., who acted ss solicitor for all 
parties, and the Bill was introdused. 
When it came before the Committee 
on Private Hille strenuous opposition 
was offered by Mr, Thomas Cooper, 
who was atierwards joined by s 
large number of others in o petitien. 
The opposition was continued and it 
led to an examination of the plans 
and records in the Departments, 
which resulted in the fact being es- 
tablished that the bridge ix wholly 
in the Township of Harrison, in the 
District of Muskoka. Consideration 
by the Committee on Private FJls 
was deferred, and on the Bill coming 
op again it was withdrawn. On your 
behalf I have token the position that 
the County of Vietoris is free from 
any responsibility to maintain or as- 
Mest in maintaining the bridge, and 
1 would advise that wo far as this 
County is concerned the matter be 
allowed to rest. A umber of rela- 
tive documents will be submitted vo 
you. 

The lease of the premises occupied 
by the County Attorney and the 
County Police Magintrate will expire 
on August Ist next. and it is desir- 
able that the question of scoommo- 
dation for the officials mentioned be 
considered af this session.

THE RIVAL JAP. AND RUSS. ADMIRALS. 


HEHATCHI TOGO, 

“THE JAPANESE NELSON.” 

Woshingon, May 29—Admiral He 
hutchi Togo, the “Jupunese Nelson,” 
who solved the destiny 6f the Lar 
| east by smashing Admiral Bojest ven- 
sky's flect, adding a defeat on the 
seus to the successive Russisn land 
reversesy is the hero of the hour to 
the outside world, us wel] os to Ja- 
pan. 

The gallant naval commander, who 
made history Sunday, is Gt des- 
cerdant of the great fighting race of 
the Satsuma Bamursi. Since the be- 
girning of the war he has been tbe 
naval bero of the Japanese forces. 
He fired tho first shot in the strug- 
gle for supremucy in the Orient, und 
was in direct command of the naval 
operations at Port Arthur tbat end- 
ed in the downfall of the Russian 
stronghold. He stands out to-dsy as 
the great figure in the engagement 
that muy bove established the final 
outcome of the war. 

Admira) Togo was borm Oct. 14, 
1857, not of noble of princely par- 
entage, as are many of bis fellow 
officers, but of fighting stock, the 
son of a Homurai of the grest Bs 
sums clan, the olen that bas given 
Nippon the majority of her leading 
modern warriors. He received the 
greater part of bis early, military 
training in England 

Togo first lesped into fame when, 
ad captuin of the protected 
Naniwa, be fired the first shot in 
the battle of th Ju at the begin- 
ning of hostilities with China eleven 
years ago. The episode of the k- 
ing of the Rowshing brought him in- 
to the limelight. It waa in 189. 
and war ships were being assembled 
by the two yellow nations that we 
preparing to fight for the pas: On 
of Corea. The Kowshing, a trans- 
port vessel flying the British flag, 
and carrying Chinese soldiers bound 
or Asan, was met by Toge in the 

siwa, who brought the ship to 
with a blank cartridge. 

He gave the cuptsin of the trans- 

port peremplory orders to proreed no 
further towards Asan, Capt, Ge 
worthy, an English officer in cha 
of the transport, was willing to car- 
Ty out the orde. bot the Chinese 
officers rebelled and threatened Gals- 
worthy. Togo saw the disturbance 
through his glass and sent s boast 
and crew to bring Galsworthy sway. 
The Chinese refused to let the boat 
and the captain depart. and for r 
hours Togo stood off trying to set- 
tle the difficulty by diplomacy. Art 
length be hoisted a signal that he 
was about to fire, and a minute 
later a t from the Naniwa strock 
the engine room of the Kowshing. 
which soon afterward filled and 
sank. 
, Togo at once dered out the 
boats and saved Galsworthy and 
many of the Chinese soldiers, The 
incident is a commentary on what 
Togo said a few months ago in dis- 
cussing warfare: 

“We must not be barbaric anderu- 
el in war as were the knights of 
the middle aged. We have to con- 
sider the friendship of the whole 
world. We must do our best to 
keep out of disgraceful entangle- 
ments in battle 

For the valor Admiral Togo dis- 
played at the battle of Yalu he was 
rewarded with the rank of rear ad- 
miral and membership in the Third 
Order of the Rising Sun. He was 
present at the destrvotion of the 
Chinese fleet at Wei Hai Wei. and 
at the close of the wur found himself 
third in command. Then be wasa- 
pointed commander in ehicf ar Mai- 
zuru, a dockyard on the Sea of Ja- 
pan. 

In person Togo is short and some- 
what stout, with s black beard and 
a distinctively Japanese appearance. 
In manner he is reserved. He talks 
little, but he acts with lightning 
rapidity. Persoverance and imitiat- 
ivé are his two promindnt traits, He 
drives himself bard. Hyen in times 
of peace it is no unremmon thing 
for him to eat and sleep when 
wrestling with a difficult naval pro- 
blem. 

While be is a strict disciplinarizn, 
Togo is by no means a Martinet. His 
men would die for him. A mishap 
befalls a sailor on one of the war 
boats, and Togo not only personally 
visits him, but contribules deliczcies 
{rom his private rations. When he 
orders, however, be expects instruc- 
tions to be curried ont in the Spirit 
and letter, and there is po mistaking 
his onde They are given slowly 
and impre: sively, and so distinctly 
that they seem to burn their way 
into the mind, He ia at once the 
idol and the terror of the nay 

Admira) Togo is a man of family, 
having a wife, three sons and one 
daughter. Two of his boys are be-

ARE YOU COING FISHING? 


Held the Regulations. 

As bass and maskalonge fishing in 
these waters opens on June 16th, 
at the request of Fishery Overseer 
Bradshaw, we publish the regula- 
tions received by him some daysago 
from the Fisheries Department: 

No one shall fish for, catch or kill, 
in any of the waters of the Proy- 
ince, in one day by angling, or shall 
carry away a greater number than 
eight small or large-mouthed black 
bass, four muskinonge, twelve pick- 
erel (dore), or four lake trout. 

__ No one shall fish for, catch or Eill, 
in apy of the waters of the Prov- 
ince, in ene day by angling, or shall 
carry away a greater number of 
speckled trout or brook trout than 
in the aggregate shall weigh more 
than ten pounds, and no greater 
nomber than thirty, though said 
number weigh less than.ten pounds. 

No small or large-mouthed black 
bass less than ten inches in length; 
no speckled trout less than six 
inches in length; no pickere! (dore) 
less than fifteen inches in length, or 
no maskinonge than thirty 
inches in length, shall be retained or 
kept out of the water, sold, offe 
or expo-ed for sale or had in pos: 
sion; but anyone who takes 
catches any of the fish me 
less than the minimum me 
numed—which measurement shall be 
from the point of the nose to the 
centre of the tail—shall immediately 
return such fish to the water from 
which it was taken, alive and unin-

hereby prohibited for a period of five 
years [rom the date of this Order- 
in-Council, provided, however, that 
any person from a foreign country 
{fishing in the waters of the Prov-

, the Province, when the same are ac- 
companied by him, take with him 
the lawful catch of two days’ fish- 
\ing.

Frederick Hudson, for two years 
joint proprietor of the Roya) hotel 
on Hunter-st., died on Saturday ey- 
ening shortly after eight o'clock. His 
death is supposed to have been di- 
rectly caused by an injury whieh it 
s claimed he received in an assaalt 
made upon bim on the evening of 
Thursday, June 1st. The alleged as- 
eailant, Patrick McAuliffe, an Em- 
ily farmer, is now {0 custody, and 
the first step toward obtaining such 
information as is necessary in the 
administration of justice was taken 
Sunday afternoon at St. Joseph's hos- 
pital, where Coroner Gray empanel- 
led a jury, and the body of the dead 
man was viewed in the morgue. 

The man who is held for the crime, 
Patrick McAuliffe, is the son of Pe- 
ter McAuliffe, a well-to-do farmer of 
Bmily. One who is well scquaint- 
ed with him to-day said: “When he 
is not drinking th is no better 
fellow than Patrick McAuliffe. He 
bas always had a good character, 
and it is hard to understapd his con-

SHOCKING TRAGEDY | 


Two Young Children Found in | 
Woods Bound and Gagged. 


WERE LEFT THERE TO DIE 


Plympton, Nova Scstia, the Scene of 
“This Horror — One of the Children 
Dead—The Other May Recover— 
The Mother, Mary Hope Young, 
Will Figure In the Coming 
Developments. 


Halifax, June 19—About 3 o'clock 
Saturday afternoon, Fred O'Net), a 17- 
year-old Jad of Digby, N. S, found 
little Tima Young {n the scrub woods 
about a mile back from the eettlernent 
of Plympton, and an hour later his bro- 
ther, Clifford, a boy of 12, came upon 
the remains ‘of 6-year-old May Ward, 
about a quarter of a mile farther back. 
The children had been missing since & 
o'clock the night before. The lads 
weré two of a search party numbering 
about twenty-flve, who had been look- 
ing for the children for 20 hours. 

When found, the baby, a beautiful 
child a year and a half old, was lying 
on {ts face, trussed hand and foot. Its 
mouth had been stopped with {ts own 
cotton hood, which had been rolled 
up and bound tightly across its face. 
covering mouth and nose, and, with a 
faded orange hair ribbon, ‘ts chubby 
hands had been bound up under its 
chin. In:{fts struggles to free {ts hands, 
the wad of cotton which stopped the 
mouth and nose had been dlaplaced, 
and suffocation was prevented. 

May Ward, when found, was dead 
In her case the hands and feet were 
not bound, but across the mouth and 
noze was a large burdock leaf, over 
this the child's hood had been tightly 
drawn, and around and around w 
bound a quantity of rope yarn. Suffo- 
catlon must have quickly followed 

The parentage of the children is pos- 
sibly open to some question. The elder, 
May Ward, 1s sald to be the child of 
May Ward, formerly of New London, 
Conn., later of Boston, where she died 
a couple of years ago, and who was a 
sister of Mary Hope Young, the woman 
who is bound to figure in the develop- 
ments. The baby fs the child of this 
Mary Hope Young, who claims to have 
been the wife of Fred Young, a Boston 
lawyer, who died somewhat over a 
year ago, The man with whom she 
has been living as housekeeper is 
Kingsley Melanson, a laborer. 


DID LLOYD MURDER WIFE. 


The Medical Testimony—Woman Un- 
conscious When Her Clothing Was 
Ignited—Deceased's Brother. 


Belleville, June 19—The preliminary 
Investigation into the murder charge 
against Adam Lloyd of Hungerferd, 
was begun here Saturday morning and 
lasted till 6.40 this p. m., when an ad- 
journment was made till next Satur- 
day. 

The charge against Lloyd, who Is 73 
yeare of age, is that he caused the 
death of his wife, and suspicion points 
to the woman having ‘een killed by 
blows in the head, her clothing being 
afterwards set on fire after coal oil 
had been poured on her. 

Thomas Smith, brether of the de- 
ceased Hannah Lloyd, teatified that 
after he heard of hig sister's death he 
went to Lioyd, who said “Well, the 
property's all mine now, and I can do 
as I like with it” ‘This property, St 
seems was a small farm owned by the 
late Mrs, Lloyd, which she had deeded 
to.one Brickman, a son-in-law, she to 
retain a life lease of it, and, in case 
of her death, the life lease would re- 
vert to her husband. In regard to his 
wife's death, Lloyd told Smith there 
Was a mystery about it, and he did 
not think it would ever be found out. 
The place which Mrs. Lloyd had owned 
rented for $60 per year. 

A Terrible Question. 

“And do you think,” sald Mr. Por- 
ter, “that Adam Lloyd killed his wife 
so that he could have that $60 a year 
for himself?” 

The witess was silent. 

“You might as well say {t as think 
it,” said Mr. Porter, “out with {t~ 

“Well,” said the witness, after a 
pause, ‘$60 a year {is better for one 
than two.” 

Doctor Is Positive. 

Drs, Yeomans, Boyce and Mather 
gave medical testimony as at the in- 
quest to the effect that there were 
signs of the woman having been struck 
on the head with a blunt Instrument 
and that the clothes had been then set 
on fire. Dr. Yeomans, who was severe; 
ly examined by B. Gus Porter, declin- 
ed to admit that the bums on the wo 
man's body would as \ikely have been 
caused before death as after, 

The investigation was adjourned tll 
next Saturday, June 24th.

Tokio, June —Official despatches 
and private advices from Field Marshal 
Oyama’s headquarters on the Manchur- 
fan frontier indicate that the Japanese 
leader is closing the crescent in which 
his army was disposed 24 hours ago, 
and that when the horns of the cres- 
cent meet, a large part of Gen. Line 
Yitch's command will be caught in a 
trap. Marquis Oyama, having been 
drawn into action by the Russian com- 
mander, is pushing his Aanks forward 
so rapidly that it will be impossible 
for all of Linevitch’s forces on the 
Kirin-Kuanchengtsu line to retreat 
northwestward. Gen. Linevitch, having 
thrown down the guage in his eagerness 
to strengthen the arguments of the war 
party in St Petersburg, now is con- 
fronted with the alternative of accept 
ing a general engagement or of seeing 
his slower divisions between the Jap- 
anese right and left surrounded and 
either captured or annihilated 

Britain Offered No Advice. 

St. Petersburg, June 21—The Noyoe 
Vremya yesterday printed a despatch 
from London, in which its correspon- 
Ment declared he was in possession of 
information to the effect that the Brit- 
ish are advising Japan against the 
conclusion of an armistice.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier Explains Con- 
stituencies Scheme. 


MR. M. S. McCARTHY’S MOTION 


Claims That Southern Alberta Is Not 
rly Treated—Wahts Commission 
of Judges to Make Distribution— 
Constituencies Proposed With the 
Votes Polled and Average Num- 
ber of Votes Registered. 


Ottawa, June 21—The House again 
returned to consideration of the auton- 
omy bill yesterday, taking up the sche 
duls which divides the new Province 
into 26 constituencies, which will elect 
the first Legislature in Alberta Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier explained that endea- 
yor had been made to observe existing 
boundartes, and at the same time to 
recognize the principle of equalizing 
as far as possible population in the 
different constituencies, at the same 
time having regard to geographical 
conditions and means ef communica- 
ton 

Mr. M. 8. McCarthy, Calgary, moved 
an amendment that the dlatribution be 
delegated to three Justices of the Su- 
premise Court of the Northwest Terri- 
tories, and argued for a division which 
would give fifteen members te the 
southern part of the Province and ten 
to the northern part, the evident in- 
tention being to secure a majority of 
the Legislature in favor of fixing the 
capital at Calgary. 

Constituencies of Alberta. 

Immediately after routine the House 
yesterday plunged into consideration 
in Committee of the schedule to the 
Alberta autenomy bill, which defines 
the limits ef 25 new constituencies in- 
to which the new Province is to be 
divided, and representatives of which 
will constitute the first Legislature 

Sfr Wilfrid Laurier, in moving the 
adoption of the schedule, referred to a 
question by the leader of the Opposition 
whether preparation of the schedule 
should not be left to the Judges, and 
said that In his opinion the present 
schedule was eminenty satisfactory. 
He did not say but what perhaps an 
amendment might not be made here 
and there, but he did not think they 
were of such character that they could 
not be made in the Commons. The 
division of constituencies had been gone 
into very carefully, both from a ge0- 
graphical standpoint and with regard 
to popuigtion. and he suggested the 
divisions be taken up one by one.

Wreck At Kalmar. 


HEAVY LOSS FOR THE C-P.R. 


Injuries Received by Other Trainmen 
—Acident Appears to Have Been Due 
to Mistaken Orders—Six Cars of 
Horses and Five of Cattle Were 
Derailed and Piled Up—Horzes 
Remounts fer British Army- 


Winnipeg, June 21—Twe men were 
killed, another perhaps fatally injured, 
many passengers were badly shaken 
up, and 11 ¢ars of valuable stock were 
deralled in a head-on collision that oc- 
curred at 5,15 yesterday afternoon on 
the C. P. R at Kalraar, 260 miles weet 
of Rat Portage, between the Imperial 
Limited, westward bound, No. $7, and 
a fréight train which left here at 11 
a.m. yesterday. The dead are: 

Engineer John Perry of Imperla 
Limited, aged 45, of Winnipeg. and 
Express Messenger M. F. Stacey, also 
of Winnipeg. Fireman Bertram Watt 
of Imperial Limited of Rat Portage, 
Ont, was severely {ujured.. and may 
Gle Byron A. Parson, mail clerk. ts 
slightly Injured, and Engineer Sam 
Bird of the stock train was slightly In- 
jured, apparently saving his life by 
jumping, as did also his fireman. Con- 
ductor Focg ef Winnipeg. in charge of 
the stock train, also escaped. The 
passengers on the Imperial Limited got 
nothing worse than a severe shaking 
up. 

The two trains crashed inte one an- 
other as they were rounding a sharp 
commer which skirts a rock just east 
of Kalmar Station, and which fs only 
100 yards long. The Imperial Limited 
was the usual heavy train, while the 
freight was made up ef engine, six 
cars of horses, 21 cars cattle and 12 
cars dead freight Both engines were 
demolished, and mall, express and bag- 
gage cars of express were shattered. 
while six cars of horses and five of 
cattle were derailed and piled on top 
of one another The horses and cattle 
were shipped by J. T. Gorden, Win- 
nipeg, for the British market, former 
43 remounts and latter as store cattle. 
The solidly-bulit vestibuied cars with 
Stood the shock well. 

The accident appears to have been 
gue to wilstaken orders, for which 
either the despatcher or operator at 
Rennie, Man., was resporsible. Orders 
received by the freight at that point 
gave it clear right of way. and were 
not accompanied by the usual footnote. 
“Except over passenger trains” The 
“Impertal Limited” ran out of a short 
tunnel right on to the freight without 
warning of any kind. 

The injured were taken back to Rat 
Portage. The Imperial Limited fs bill- 
ed to arrive here at 4a. m, nine hours 
late, but {ft is doubtful whether the 
ine can be cleared in time 

Another Bad Train Wreck. 


Newington, Conn., June 21—A light 
engine running west collided with a 
heavy east bound freight train early 
yesterday, at Newington, blockading 
the tracks with wreckage and causing 
the instant death of three men, prob- 
ably fatal injuries to another and ser- 
fous injuries to the fifth member of 
the train crews. The light engine re- 
bounded sbout 15 reds but kept the 
rails. The engineer was thrown 
through the cab window and one leg 
and one arm were severed from the 
body. 


Beheaded by Train. 


Portage la Prairie, June 21—The 
body of an unknown man was found 
beside the C. N. R. track near Ridge 
way, early yesterday morming. The 
head had been completely severed from 
the body and the arms and legs badly 
mutilated. The body was brought here, 
when it was discovered that the dead 
man had been working for a farmer 
near Ridgeway and had been drinking 
heavily. 


THOMAS HECKADOR’S DEATH. 


Submarine Charge Exploded at Port 
Colberne Breakwater. 


Port Colborne, June 21—While men 
were at work last evening drilling near 
the breakwater on Mr. Hogan's sub 
marine drill, a premature explosion of 
dynamite occurred, which caused the 
death of Thomas Heckador of Hum- 
berstone, and seriously injured David 
Ireland, foreman of the drill and 
Fred Haney. It is supposed the acci- 
dent occurred while the men_ were 
charging a hole, and In seme man- 
ner the leading wire to the charge 
was pulled too soon, causing the dy 
namite to come to the surface and ex- 
plode. 

Woman Seriously Burned.

Brydges, 445 East Barton street, was 
probably fatally burned last night 
shortly after 9 o'clock, and her hus 
band, who tried to put out the flames, 
had his hands painfully burned A 
hanging lamp in the home of her next- 
door neighbor exploded and she tried 
to carry the lamp out on the street, 
as all the Steadford famt'y were out at 
the time. Her dress caught fire, and 
before her husband could put out the 
flames, she was horribly burned about 
the bedy and limbs.

Four Lives Lost in Burning of 
City of Collingwocd. 


OTHERS JUMPED INTO LAKE 


Northern Navigation Co. and the Grand 
Trunk Railway Co. Jointly Lose $155, 
00 — Grand Trunk Freight Sheds 
and eo Cars Were Burned, AL 
though Little Freight 
Was Lost 


Collingwood, June 20-—A disastrous 
fire broke out on the steamer City f 
Collingwood at 2 o'clock yt 
morning, which burned the vessel te 
the water's edge, cont the lives of four 
of the crew, and wiped out the Grand® 
Trunk freight sheds before It was sub- 
dued. Several other members of the 
crew had a narrow escape, and had to 
jump into the water, so rapidly did the 
flames spread. Those who were burn 
€d to death were: Jemes Meade, Pres- 
cott, fireman; Lyman Peters. Owem 
Sound, deck hand; A. McLellan. Hast 
Tawaszh, Mich, deck hand, and one 
éeck hand who has not yet been iden— 
tifted. 

Capt Wright, who had just ieft the 
boat a short time, was et his home. He 
made desperate attempts to save his 
crew, and succeeded in awakening J_ 
D, Montgomery, the second mats, and 
the wheelman, but ai! had to jump into 
the water to avoid the Samex. Twe 
members of the stewards department 
also saved thelr lives by taking to the 
water, Further efforts to save the 
doomed sallors were futile. The steam 
er was a mass of flames from stem te - 
stern. 

Flagship Was a Weoden Ship. 

The City of Collingwood was the Sag- 
ship of the Georgian Bay division of 
the Northern Navigation Co. and was 
Valued at $125,006. Sbe was built by 
John Simpson In Owen Sound in 1883

A large 
number of children suffered from ail- 
ments the existence of which their 
parents had never suspected. The 
most common of these were defects 
of vision. A large number of chil- 
dren were known as backward or 
stupid, who were found as smart and 
intelligent as other children when 
supplied with proper spectacles. The 
inspectors examined each child from 
the standpoint of iis vision, hearing, 
bodily deformities and parasitic dis- 


cases of the body and scalp. These

Died in China. 

A cablegram was recently recciv- 
ed at the office of the China Inland 
Mission, Toronto, wnnouncing the 
death of the Rey. J. Hudson Taylor, 
founder of the China Inland Mission, 
on Saturday, 3rd, at Chang Shu, the 
capital of the province of Honan. A 
general breakdown in health was the 
use of death. Mis son, Dr, Howard 
Taylor, and Mrs. Hoaord Taylor were 
at the bedside when he died. The 
Rey. Mr. Taylor entercd tho mission 
field in 1856 nnd in 1888 he took out 
a party of missionaries from Canada. 
Deceased, who bad been in Switzer- 
land for the past two years on ac- 
count of ill health, returned to China 
Tast March and hus been visiting 
different stations where representa- 
tives of the China Inland Missions 
stationed, Rev. Mr. Taylor was 
seventy-three years old and was for- 
merly a Baplist minister.

IMPRESSIONS AND EXPERIENCES 


OF W. S. PEOLAR, LATE 
OF LINDSAY. 


Victoria a Dead City, But Vancouvor is 


Livoly—Farmors Take Lifo Ensy. 

Tho following letter, written by 
Mr. W.S. Pedlar, now of Vancouver, 
to a friend in this locality, will be 
read with especial interest beoause 
of its bright, Newsy style and also 
because the informution given there- 
in will be accepted as conclusive by 
all who haye enjoyed the pleasure 
of the writer's acquaintance, The 
letter is ax follows: 

Vancouver, June 14, 1905. 

As you know we left Lindsay on 
March 1th last, and after a Very 
pleasant trip, which included a few 
days’ stay in Winnipeg, and a two 
days’ stay in Vanoouver, I arrived in 
Victoria. I found it ol) it had been 
represented to be as to ils beauty 
and climate, but in a business sense 
a corpse. We rented a small cot- 
tage, bought $25 worth of furniture 
and kept bach. there for five or six 
weeks. The only thing we found to 
do in the woodwork line was build- 


ing a kitohen and woodshed for a 
farmer about 12 miles out of the 
y} our wages while at that was 
day and beurd, The job lasted 
wbout three weeks, so that we were 
able to make enough to pay our 
penses while in Victoria and vicin- 
ity. It also gave me some insight 


into life on Vancouver Island, as well 
as an acquaintance with some of the 
loveliest natural scenery that could 
be found in all the world. 4 
The farm wo worked on was dir- 
eolly on the const, on the northern 
shore of tho straits of Juan de aca, 
some 18 or 20 miles wide. Directly 
across tho water and seeming lo rise 
out of it, is.a range 6f mountains 
is Washington 8 called the Olym- 
pians, very beautiful and snow-cap- 
ped. Around a large curve in the 
land to our right at a distance of 
six miles, are the “Race Rocks," and 
here a fine lighthouse and the Qu 
antine Station, at which ships sai 
ing from foreign ports must call for 


Jinspection before going to Victoria 


or Vancouver. We saw a large 
number call bere and then pass up 
to the city before us. At the back 
of the farm is

of a Vancouver Island forest — 
something that one must see to re- 
alize, as it is utterly past my pow- 
ers to describe. I may say, though, 
that the southern end of Vancouver 
Island is on the coast comparativly 
flat, and begins to rise almost im- 


mediately until a few miles inland 
the hills are yoritable mountains, 
aod ior the most part tree ciad. 


The timber is nearly all Douglas fir, 
so thick on the ground and off such 
a size that clearing land here is a 
pretty stiff operation. Th ground 
between the trees is covered all ov- 
er with a shrub called Sal-lal, about 
two feet high. To get through this 
when it is dry is hard work; when 
it is wet it is simply impossible to 
do so. The farm on which we were 
is a fair sample of those we saw and 
comprises about 140 acres; of this 
perha 40 or 50 are under cultiva- 
tion, one of the fields were more 
than five or six acres, and -none of 
them square; some of them mado 
three-cornered by a patch of enor- 
mous stumps, or a steep h ll, or may- 
be a huge rock or two. «A public 
road—a good one—runs through the 
farm, and is closed at every farm by 
gates. As there are no Township 
Councils here, the roads, schools and 
all such institutions are kept up by 
the Provincial Government, and kept 
well, The roads on the Island are 
the finest I ever saw in a country 
place; of course, they have neither 
the heavy clay nor frost to contend 
with that Ontario has, and also ma- 
terial is very plentiful. Eyery farm 
that we saw has a fine orchard, 
and I was told that fruit does well, 
all exeept peaches and grapes; 
these do not ripen good, as the 
nights are cool all summer long. At 


the farm we were at they grow 
their own prunés and dry them; 
they are very good. 

The farmers ns a rule take life 


yery casy. They haye a whole year 
of open weather to do tlwir work in, 
and do not work more land than 
they can help. On Mr. Duke's farm 
there were a good many acres that 
could have been cleared up without 
much trouble. 1 spoke to him about 
it and he snid he had enough and 
couldn't bo bothered with any moce. 
He said thut he was secure from 
starvation, as he could always get 
something to eat 
OUT OF THE SEA. 

and he could not see any necessity 
of killing himself working more 
land than grow what they wanted 
lo eat. I think he was about right. 
The crops he grows are fall wheat, 
which turns out well but is rather 
soft for flouring, pens, oats, hay 
and carrots. I think they grow the 
finest potatoes I over ste. The soil 
is very good and nice to work — a 
fine loam. Their outbuilding would 
sec very small und poor to you, but 
of course they don't need much more 
than sheds for the stock. I do not 
think the farmers here take muoh 
pride in their stock, as the horses 
and cattle are not nearly up to the 
excellence that you have them. 
Poultry docs exceedingly well; ogys 
are high-priced and always in de- 
mund. My own opjnion is that for 
a man who wants to rotire and en- 
Joy life a little farm on the south 
© of the Island is nbout the right 
spol. 

‘Yo be fair, howeyer, [ should tell 
you some of the drawbacks.  Wirst 
of all, [ do not think a man ocom- 
ing from Ontorio would fall in with 
the people. They wore very friendly 
und kind to us but have no regard 
for the Sabbath nor for church-go- 
ing.

Ilaying finished our job there we 
came back to Victoria, and finding 
nothing to do, nor any prospects of 
anything, we decided to return to 
Vancouver. We landed here on the 
bth of May, and IT went to work in 
Wall & Wallace's carriage shop the 
noxt day, where I have been cyor 
sinoc. I do not know how long it 
will last, but they are very busy 
just now and [ om getting $3 a day, 
I have come to the conclusion that 
this is the place for me—it is going 
to be a great city, over 1000 new 
houses going up this yeor, and a 
large number of business blocks, 
Tho shipping here is something enor- 
mous, and every business is on the 
hum. Living is not so yery much 
higher than in Lindsay, exeept house 
rents, which are pretty loud. I am 
roomin I have a nice room for 
$1.50 a week, with bath and electric 
light, and tuke my meals at a res- 
taurant, which costs me about $3 a

This bridge is supported by four 
wooden abutments, two of them be-

The inmates of the Ross Memorial 
Hospital were badly scared during 
the storm as lightning entered the 
building, blew out Fhe electric light 
fuse and then leaped onto the tele- 
phone wires, burning them to a crisp 
for. about three feet, wire and all.

Police Magistrate for this County, 
and he assured him that his eleya- 
tion mot with the entire approval 
of the Lindsay Bar, and that they 
confidently looked to him for a just, 
fair and impartial administration of 
the law. He said that the members 
of the Bar clierished the highest ro- 
spect for him in his practice as a 
lawyer, and for bis courtesy towards

Referring to 
the importance of the office, Mr. 
O'Leary said that the responsibilities 
of it were very great because of the 
large powers conferred upon the of- 
ficial, the serious nature of many 
of the offences which he may sum- 
marily, dispose of without a jury, and 
the heavy fines and long terms of 
imprisonment which he may tmpose 
for violations of the criminal law. 
But for all this he wished to, say, 
that the Bor, and the public also, 
so far as he knew, felt confident 
his Worship’s long experience at the 
Bar and his wide legal knowled, ey 
would enable him fo discharge all 
judicial duties with credit to ine 
self and to the great benefit of this 
County. He also pointed to the ed- 
ucating effect which his Worship’s 
exposition and administration of tho 
criminal law must necessarily have 
at those different centres of popula- 
tion throughout the County to 
which it would be his duty to go 
from time to time to dispose of of- 
fences against the law, and he ex- 
pected much good to result to the 
people of this county in this way.

“Police Magistrate. I feel the re- 
“sponsibility of my office sufficiently 
“heavy without haying any one mak- 
“ing the burden heavier by suggest- 
“ing to me what [ ought to do in 
“this oc that case. I have the law 
“and the evidence to guide me, and 
“not the gossip or whisperings of 
“those whose stupidity may prompt 
“them to interfere with me, and I 
“trust that I shall always be found 
“administering the law without pre- 
‘judice on the one hand or bias on

the other—in one word without 
, favor or affection.” 
Mr. McSweyn’s remarks, though 


uttered on the spur of the moment, 
were calm, clear and eminently di- 
rect and timely and made a most 
favorable impression upon, those pre- 
sent.

Dear Sir,—You are aware the Do- 
minion Government now, have control 
of all the dams, slides and water- 
ways north of Lindsay, formerly un- 
der the management of the Provin- 
cial authorities; the object of this 
transfer, as I understand it, being 
for the building of solid aud per- 
manent dams, 10 preyent as far as 
possible Joss of water in the future, 
So far, so good.” But, Mr. Pres- 
ident, this idea does not go far en- 
ough. 

The people of Lindsay, and the 
country to the north want more 
than mere reservoirs to hold water 
—they want the Gull River made 
navigable so that boats with pas- 
sengers, and barges with freight, 
may come and go to and from this 
town, What is wanted is the open- 
ing up of a new trade route by wa- 
ter to tbe far North. Why sheald 
this artery of commerce remain stag- 
nant when the possibilities are so 
great? The distance between Co- 
boconk and Minden is twenty-two 
moiles, the greater part of which is 
already navigable. I am convinced 
that three, or at most four Jock: 
between the points named, will se- 
cure results to Lindsay’s trade little 
dreamed of by its inhabitants — re- 
sults that would make the cost invig- 
nificant. 

What would it mean to the town’s 
sawmills and the other industries 
that may be established here, to have 
control of the hardwood (unfloat- 
able timber) north of Minden, to say 
nothing of the output of the farms 
in cattle, sheep, hogs, and other pro- 
ducts that would find an outlet by 
this route direct to Lindsay. The 
people will be benefited, 

Does Lindsay want the plum? It 
vo she must wake up and join hands 
with the North so as to be able to 
saturate the Government with the 
necessity and utility of the route, 
and help procure assistance to have 
the obstructions removed. Nothing 
can be gained by half-hearted ef- 
fort; as a matter of fact, Lindsay 
holds a carrying trade of importance 
in the hollow of her hand, and wit 
neglect ber business opportunities if, 
having eyes, she sees not 

One mile above Minden another 
lock and the outlay of a very small 
sum of money besides to olear the 
channel leading out of Mountain 
Lake will allow your boats with 
tourists into that beautiful sheet of 
water You need not think that 
your journey is ended—ihere is yet 
Twelve Mile, Grass, Maple and other 
Jakes that can be reached easily.

INTERSWITCHING. 


The President then brought up the 
matter for which the meeting had 
been called, viz., the interswitching 
arrangements between the two rail- 
ways, There was no lack of inter- 
est in this matter, and the way the 
members were all prepared to speak 
reminded one of an old-time Meth- 
odist reyival meeting, as they were 
all sitting om the edges of the chairs 
waiting their chances to say what 
they had to say. 

Mr .Richard Sylvester immediately 
took the floor and brought before 
the Board the fact that the Grand 
Trunk were going around with a cir- 
cular letter asking the shippers to 
sign it, and whilst he would be the 
st person to say to any man what 
rangement he should make with 
either of the railways or how he 
should ship his goods or receive 
them, still be did think that with 
the case as it was now before the 
Commission it did seem to him that 
it was a very, unwise thing to do for 
any person to sign theso cireulur let- 
ters, To his mind it looked as if 
they, were tying themselyes up and 
would reccive no benefit at all from 
the interswitching should it come, 
and he was very much afraid that 
the Grand Trunk would use these 
letters as an argument against the 
interswitching. 

Mr. Wm. Flavelle said that he pre- 
sumed the letter that Mr. Sylvester 
was referring to was one which his 
firm had signed, but he did not sign 
it the way in which it was present- 
ed to him. He had written out a 
letter, to suit himself, what he 
thought was as far as he would go, 
He bad no doubt in the world but 
that the Grand Trunk were entitled 
to some consideration in the matter, 
and that in view of the fact that 
they, had the whole thing here now 
be had signed this letter, which real- 
ly simply said that they were satis- 
fied with the switching arrange- 
ments of the Grand Trunk and that 
the interswitching would be a bene- 
fit to them. The limitations which 
the Grand Trunk proposed he thought 
were reasonable, 

Mr. Beal said that whilst he had 
no quarrel with the Grand Trunk 
Railway nor with the C.P.R.—io fact 
both of them had treated him and 
bis firm all right—he thought that 
any quarrel that they. had or any 
fight they had between themselves, 
they should be allowed to do it by 
themselves without bringing in any 
of the merchants of this town. As 
he read that letter, if he signed it 
he would consider himself, tied up to 
both ship and receive all freight 
{rom competilive points by the G.T. 
R. If he wos right in that supposi- 
tion, what was the use of bringing 
in the C.P.R. and giving them a large 
bonurts Ihe fact of a new railway 
coming in did vot lessen the freight 
teiphts—the only benefit that tho 
town seceived 1;cm od new railway 
was in tbe mutter of accommoda- 
tion, and if we, u: shippers, go and 
tie ourselves np (o either ore of (he 
roads then we might just as well be 
without competition at all, 

Mr. John Carew took the floor and 
stated that he had signed one of 
these letters and he could not see it 
in the same light as either Mr. Beal 
or Mr. Sylvester. Lo felt that some 
consideration was due the G.T.R., 
but did not consider that he had tied 
himself up in any way only in the 
matter of shipping. When he sign- 
ed it he did not sign it for the town 
nor for the Board of Trade—he sign- 
ed it for John Carew. 

Mayor Ray seemed to think that 
the merchants hid made a mistake 
in signing this letter. To his mind 
it simply bowled them out from do- 
ing any business at  competi- 
tive points. Ile instanced the fact

THE KILLING OF HUDSON. 


ONE WITNESS STATES THAT SOME 
KIND OF MISSILE WAS THROWN. 


Evidence Submitted at the Coroner's 
Inquest in Peterboro. 

Wo take from the Peterboro Examiners 
account a condensed report of the eyi- 
donce given at the enquiry into the death 
of Hotelkeoper Hudson, of Peterboro, in 
connection with Patrick MoAulliife, on 
Emily farmer, who is under arrest. 

The adjourned inquest touching the 
death of Frederick Hudson, on June lst, 
was hold on Wednesday night ip the Coun- 
cil chamber. Considerable evidence was 
taken from witnesses who were present at 
the Royal hotel at tho time of the alleged 
assault, No medical testimony was taken, 
the report of the pest mortem examination 
not haying yet been completed. The in- 
quest adjourned at about 10.30 to meet 
on Monday night next. Coroner Dr. 
Gray prosided 

THE EVIDENCE. 

Philip Maloney, the first witness, testi- 
fied that he was an employee of the Koyal 
hotel, Hunter-st., kept by Flynn and 
Hudson, the deceased. He had been 
there on the evening of June lst, and 
saw Patrick McAuliffe, whom he knew by 
sight. The first trouble he saw was in 
the hall between a man named Shannon 
and Hudson, who had a seufile in the hall, 
| Ha saw Casey Masterman and MeAuliffe's 
brother seize Shanahan and Patrick Me- 
Auliffe catch Hudson. Hudson and Me- 
‘Auliffe went out of the door into the yard. 
Jas. Flynn went out of the back door to 
Hudson's assistance. Hudson re-entered 
and went up to McAuliffe’s brother, whom 
he commenced to abuse, saying he had 
; held him. Hudson came into the bar and 
said to three Havelock men—one named 
Cole and two others—‘“I wish you had 
been here afew minutes ago, as they were 
all piling on me in the hall.” Almost, di- 
rectly afterwards Hudson walked up to 
McAuliffe, throwing up his hands and 
tellirgs him to *‘throw up his mauleys.” 
MeAuliffe backed up to the end of the 
bar. Witness next heard Hudson fall but 
did not see him struck nor see anything in 
MoAuliffe's hands. ° There were some 
pitchers upon the counter, also a salt cel- 
lar which MeAu iffe might have used to 
strike Hudson, bat witness could not say 
whether he used them or not. Flynn and 
he made a search about fifteen minutes 
later, but found’ nothing. There was no 
one within reach of Hudson wher he fell 
but McAuliffe. Witness found a stone 
under the refrigerator, inside the bar, 
next morning; this he threw into the 
street. It was about the size of his clos- 
ed fist. He could not account for its 
being there. He cleaned out behind the 
par every day and found the stone in 
cleaning up in the usual way. 

Mr. Malcolm Cole, of Havelock, testified 
that upon the night of the alleged assault 
he entered the bar by the north door, 
where he met Hudson with whom he 
spoke and shook hands. He had vever 
reen McAuliffe before. A man passed by 
coming from the sitting room door, who 
ealled Hudson an obscene name. Hud- 
son was standing by the bar and said, 
“he would not take that ” telling the man 
to put up his dukes or get out of the 
house.” The man who had used the 
epithet backed up, feeling in his hip 
pocket with his right hand, Hudson fol- 
Jowing. Witness said the man hit Hud 
son with a missile of some kind which ap- 
peared brown in color, triangular in shape 
and about the size of }is fist, inthe centre 
ofthe forehead. It bounced about 6 or 
8 inches above Hudson's gesd and glanced 
off, striking the bar. Hudson immediate- 
ly fell upon the floor abont two and a 
half feet from the bar, upon his back. 
The missile thrown struck the railing of 
the bar. He saw McAuliffe pull his hand 
out of his hip pocket and make a swing- 
ing motion. 
Arthur MeDonald being sworn, stated 
that on the evening of June Ist he walked 
up Hunter-st. about 8.45 and entered the 
Royal hotel through the hall to the sit- 
ting room and thence to the bar. Hesaw 
Mr. Hudson enter the bar from the wash 
room. Hudson seemed in an angry mood 
and was talking toa man whom he late 
understood was MoAulliffe, The latter 
made a step forward towards Hudson. 
Witness saw Mr, Hudson fall upon the 
floor and thought McAulliffe made a 
motion with his hand yery quickly, but 
did not hear anything fall. Hudson fell 
upon the back of his head to the south, 
Hudson fell immediately after MeAuliife 
at; pped forward. 

William Devlin in giving evidence tes- 
tified that he haa been at the Royal hotel 
at the time of the row. When he entered 
James Flynn and MeAulltife's brother 
were shoving Pat McAuliffe out of the 
pack door. Hudson was standing beside 
the door after he was struck. Ho was 
bleeding and went to the wash room. 

Robert Garvey, Otonabee, testified that 
he had been at the Royal hotel on June 
Jet. When he arrived some men were 
holding McAulliffe in the back hall door. 
Tindson entered, apparently from the back 
door, a few minotes later, when he and 
MoAulliffe had some words. Witness 
was loeking through a door from the sit- 
ting room into the bar. He saw MoAulifie 
make a striking motion with his hand. 

Casey Masterson said ho boarded at the 
Royal hotol, and coming from church on 
the night of June Ist ontered the house, 
going through to get a drink of water ab 
the rear, Witness went to the offiee door, 
Mo Aulliffe again entering. He was bois- 
terous. Ho saw Hudson going into the 
main dining room, MoAulliffe following. 
Here an altercation ocourred. Witnoss 
entered the bar and saw Hudson fall, Ho 
and another man assisted Hudson to rise. 
There wero a large number of bystanders, 
Witness looked around and saw MoAul- 
life leaving by an alley in the rear, 
Witness went to summon a doctor. 

This concluded the evidence taken.

HALF A DOZEN SESURED. 


‘Circus Hands Terrorize Quebec Village 
But Yield to Soldiers. 

Quebec, June 27.—Six circus hands, 
Selonging to Lemon Bros.' Circus, were 
arrested yesterday morning at Grande 
Mere, Que. They are accused of rape, 
committed on a 14-year-old girl at Rob-

MAKE PROMISES OF SUPPORT 


‘Mr. W. K. George of Toronto at Birm- 
Ingham Said Canadian Manufactur- 
ers Were a Unit In Favor of Mr. 

Chamberlain's Policy—Entertain- 
ed at Luncheon and Mr. Cham- 
berlain Addressed Them. 


Birmingham, June 28—(C. A, Pj— 
The Canadian Manufacturers’ Assoc\a- 
tion had a great reception at Birming- 
ham yesterday, Wherever they went 
crowds watched thom. They were re- 
ceived at the Town Hall by the Mayor. 
Mr. W. K. George, replying to the 
hearty welcome, complimented Birm- 
ingham on having produced! the great- 
est living statesman. Speaking on be- 
half of the Canadian manufacturers, 
he youched that they were a unit in 
favor of Mr. Chamberlain's policy, 

Afterwards the whole party were en- 
tertained at a Juncheon by Mr. Cham- 
berlain. Mr, Jesse Collings, who pre- 
sided, said that if Mr. Chamberlain's 
ideas could be carried out they would 
weld the Empire together. 

Mr. Chamberlain's Address. 

Mr. Chamberlain was received with 
tremendous applause, the whole audl- 
ence rising and cheering. He said he 
attached the greatest possible import- 
ance to the visit. It was necessary to 
get a perfect understanding. We com- 
mented on the great opening which 
Canada offered for the redundant pop- 
ulation which the Mother Gountry ex- 
ported. The Canadian Manufacturers’ 
Association should make the people of 
the Mother Country acquainted with 
the conditions in Canada, Referring to 
the Colonial conference, he sald it must 
meet without any restrictions what- 
ever, Closer union with the Colonies 
was the greatest Issue now. The ques- 
tion was whether we shall be able to 
Waintain the relation. There are no 
Colonies now in the old sense, but sis- 
ter States. The great question was to 
weld together diverse interests for the 
common good. This was the greatest 
question since the beginning. 

Our Loyalty Not Doubted. 

The Canadian Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation should sneak on such a quee- 
ion, There was no reason why their 
mouths should be closed on a question 
which concerned the Empire as a whole. 
Were they as business men satisfied 
with the relations of the present time? 
Were they certain that they provided 
for the future? In spite of contempt- 
Sble criticism, he never doubted the 
loyalty of Canadians. Sentiment, the 
ties of blood, language and law were 
slender, but strong. Yet might not this 
in a great crisis prove insufficient? 
(Some cries of “No.”) Sentiment must 
be organized and consolidated. They 
could not dare to face he possibilities 
of separation. 

Opposed to a Treaty. 

United, no man shall make us afraid. 
Empires are not made in a day. If 
they advanced one step in the direc- 
tion of his policy it would be a gtep 
for the ce and prosperity of the 
world. ir Wilfrid Laurler offered to 
make a treaty with the Mother Coun- 
try, a@ mutual Empire was the funda- 
mental principle of his plan. Only its 
friends should recognize the difficulties 
in the way. He could not expect Can- 
ada to make a treaty to mortgage its 
future. The question should be fully 
discussed by the whole people, and he 
thought the Mother Country should be 
treated a little better than its competi- 
tore, The question should be fully 
debated by the people of both countries. 
He hoped the Canadian manufacturers, 
as business men and patriots, would 
help to explain away some of the pre 
Judices on this side, 

A Self-Contained Empire. 

‘The Empire could produce everything 
required In the way of luxuries and 
necessities. A self-contained Empire 
would be unique In the world’s history. 

“Are you,” he said in conclusion, 
“going to allow the great aceptre of 
the great Dominion to fall from power 
in able hands.”

MANITOULIN ISLAND OIL WELLS. 


Two Wells Now Flowing—Prospects for 
va Great Yield. 

Algoma Conservator, June 7th: 
Notonly, has oil been discovered, but 
the best sample of, oil that can be 
found in the province of Ontario is 
now flowing from a boring on the 
Wikwimakong Reserve, within two 
and a half miles from the village of 
Wikwimakong, a short distance from 
Manitowaning. 

To understand the situation thor- 
oughly it might be said that there 
are out of many thousand wells bor- 
ed only, a few flowing wells; the 
flowing well is the exception. Wells 
which have only slight indications 
when bored frequently, turn out goed 
paying wells when shot. 

There are two wells on the reserve 
in the, position referred to, neither 
of which have been shot. One of 
these wells is owing to the extent 
of about five barrels a day, when fhe 
plugs are withdrawn. The other well 
was pumped on Tuesday and at least 
from eight to ten barrels of oil ofa 
dark green olive color was pumped 
from well No! 2 into a Jarge tank 
that had been prepared for it, in the 
presence of several people, including 
Mr. W: P. Bullard, the president, and 
Mr. Martin, one of the directors. 
This well will be shot to-day, when 
@reat results are expected. 

One peculiarity aboat this well was 
that when the oil was pumped out of 
the well the pressure of the gas be- 
came so strong that it would haye 
blown the whistle of a steamboat, 
and at times appeared to interfere 
with the pumping. After (he pump- 
ing was stopped it drove the oil up 
into the tank. The two wells refer- 
red to are about half a mile apart, 
and the directors feel that they bave 
struck an important oil ficld, pos- 
sibly the best in Ontario. 

The aboye are solid facts that any 
one can have demonstrated to his 
entire satisfaction.

TRANSMISSION OF TYPHOID. 


—— 


THOUSANDS OF LIVES SACRIFICED 
IN TOWNS AND CITIES. 


Carolessnoss of Boards of Hoalth and 
Landtords Responsible for Much. 

“Wherever you lind a death from 
typhoid, someone ought to be bang- 
od for murder,” is a statement cred- 
ited lo one of tho greatest Americun 
sanilary authorities, If the author 
of this dogma had framed our health 
codes in Manitoba the gallows would 
have been very recently the theatre 
of great aclivily, if not at the pres- 
ent time, Il cannot be said, howev- 
er, that we are worse than other 
communities in apathy regarding 
sonitacy matters. Epidemics have 
stired up interest and much yalu- 
able knowledge collected, classified 
und served in popular form is now 
avuilable for Ube general reader, In 
a recent number of McClure's, Mr. 
S. H. Adains deals pungently with 
the question of typheid as an “un- 
n&eéssary evil,” “Phe average city,” 
he “of 100,000 inhabitants 
wastes, perhaps, half a million dol- 
lars a yoar on the luxury of having 
it, and probably, a hundred thousand 
dolla 
That amount of money properly 
spent would practically eradicate the 
disease, We have scen it done in 
the principal European cities; yet 
with the unprogressiveness in mat- 
ters of public health whieh so 
strangely contrasts with the for- 
warding American spirit, our cities 
have continued to poison themselves 
and eoch other.” 

A NEW ENGLAND CASH. 

A forcible example of how infec- 
tion is passed along is given inthe 
story Mr. Adams tells of the Mer- 
rimao Valley in New England: 

“Lawrence, Mass., for many years 
enjoyed the benefit of all the scour- 
ings of Concord, Manchester, Nasb- 
ua, Fitchburg, Lowell and other set- 
tlements, aggregating upwards of a 
quarter of a million people, It was 
all right, said the experts, water- 
purifies itself; and by the time the 
Merrimac River had trayelled from 
the Lowell sewers to the Lawrence 
intake (a distance of nine miles) all 
the bacilli had dropped out or died, 
or settled on the shores — anyway, 
they had ceased to be a danger, said 
the learned. Some pernicious person 
with a low-minded disregard for the- 
ories, unearthed an uncomfortable 
perallel between typhoid in Lowell 
and typhoid in Lawrence. It appear- 
ed, us if in despite of the Lhcorists, 
that wheneyer the up-stream city de- 
veloped a great deal of typhoid (con- 
tributed, probably, by cities still fur- 
ther above) the lower town slavisbly 
followed with a corresponding in- 
crease, In 1890, when Lowell’s death 
rate was 170 per 100,000 Lawrence 
swelled to 134, The néxt year the 
up-stream city dropped to about 100, 
and the down current settlement 
went to 119; while in 1892 another 
slight reduction above resulted ina 
drop to 106 below. By this time 
Lawrence had got tired of Lowell's 
typhoid, even though the supply was 
diminishing. It put in a filtration 
plant in 1893. In the first year the 
rate dropped to 48, and has been go- 
ing down ever since, Lawrence’s ex- 
perience seems to have converted 
Lowell, for in 1896 the feed gate 
from the Merrimac River was closed, 
“we trust forever” the health de- 
partment feelingly writes, and a 
driven-well supply substituted for 
the Concord-Manchester-Nashua sew- 
cerextract. Perhaps it costs a liltle 
more, but the seventy-five per cent. 
reduction in typhoid much more than 
makes up the expense.” 

SELF-POISONING. 

Mr. Adams gives many other in- 
stances of river poisoning. Cities, 
however, that take their water sup- 
ply from lakes haye been equally 
carcless in not taking precautions to 
ascertain its purity, Cleveland is 
guilty, in this respect and ia describ- 
ed as a "'self-poisoning city.’ Part 
of it is not sewered at all and the 
accumulated refuse from this area 
is dumped into Lake Erie, Popular 
agitation aroused the authorities to 
the need of preventing this. A heavy 
death rate from typhoid was neces- 
sary to move them into activity. The 
health officer was surrounded by 
public and official inertia. Appall- 
ing loss ot life shown by his stati 
tics was not believed until the p 
took up tho matter. An enterprising 
newspaper chartered a tug and fol- 
lowed the sewerage scows which were 
used by contractors, and they were 
found depositing night soil withio 
00 feet of the shore. The ensaving 
agitation resulted in the city adopt- 
ing an intercepting sewer system at 
a cost of 613,000,000. This was con- 
trary fo the health officer's advice 
to build a filtration plant at a cost 
of $5,000;000. Meanwhile the oity of 
Cleveland is drinking its own sewer- 
age in spite of discouragemonts from 
the health authorities. 

Winnipog is {ree from the perils 
of poisoned water-at present, and, 
Jet us hope, for all time. The re- 
rcommendations made by the experts 
asked to advise haye not yet been 
earriod out. A good beginning has 
been made. The danger, bowever, 
still exists. Water poisoning may 
be tho greatest source of typhoid, 
| but it is not the only one. Speaking 
of conditions in Chicago, Mr. Ad- 
ams say; ( 

INFECTED BY FLIES. 

"Flies curried the infection from 
tho filth backed up by sewerage oy- 
erflow or standing in the vaults. The 
well-kept tenements suffered equally 
with the foul. In one house serupu- 
lous cleaniiness and boiling of all 
drinking water did not prevent in- 
fection from illegal and untended 
yaulls on tho adjacent premises. Two 
deaths and ten oases in that house 
was the price that the innocent paid 
for the guilty. Nobody over calle@ 
the landlord to neoount; the case is 
too common, Sixteen families used 
a single vaull on Aberdeen-st. Am-

BOARDS OF HEALTH, 

“Every man js concerned, immed- 
intely or prospectively, in Lyphoid fe- 
ver, for sooner or later eyery man 
experiences the needless suffering it 
inflicts, if not through himself, then 
through his family, his friends, his 
business interests or the taxes he 
puys. Ag a matter of individual 
warning there is little to say. Kind 
out where your water comes frorn, 
ond, unless the community guards 
the general health, by furnishing a 
pure drinking supply, guard your 
own by boiling the water. Don’t 
aflow open vaults or sewage access- 
ible to flies to exist near whero you 
live, There’s a board of health in 
your town; if it is worthless there's 
a law regarding nuisances that isn't 
Go to your doctor promptly ‘on sus- 
picion, if you ‘have any reason to 
suppose that you bave contracted the 
disease, Jt is no ailment to parley 
with. If you kvow of a case that 
the attending physician bas reported 
privately but not to the health de- 
partment, report it yourself. He 
won't Jike that, but it will be good 
for him. You pay taxes to get good 
water and to have the laws enforc- 
ed; one of the best preventives ag- 
ainst typhoid is the ‘pernicious mun- 
icipal activity’ which sces that it 
gets what it pays for. After all, 
the question as to whether your city 
chooses to have typhoid feyer ut a 
great expense, like Cleveland and 
Chicago, or to avoid it at less ex- 
pense, like Lorain and Lawrence, is 
largely a matter of intelligent work- 
ing citizenship.”

Crops in the Province, as a Whole, Will 
Be Cood--Past Winter Favorable. 

Meadow Jandy throughout the 
county as well ax the province as a 
whole bid fair to yield enormous 
crops of hay this yenr. From all 
points come glowing reports regard- 
ing tho outlook. It is not confined 
to any one particular section of the 
country, but from the west to the 
extreme easterly portion of the pro- 
vince a singular unanimity prevails 
regarding the condition of the mead- 
ows, More especially this is the ease 
with the clover lands, So rank is 
the condition of the clover that it is 
said to militate against the crop of 
timothy. 

THE PAST WINTER 
was singularly favorable to the 
young clover planta, the percentage 
of loss from winter killing being re- 
duced to a minimum, and the result 
is seen in the uniform appearance 
of the fields. 

The unprofitable condition of the 
British markets for cattle has caus- 
ed a demoralized tone in the Cana- 
dian markets, Canadian exporters 
have found the business disastrous 
during the last few weeks, and cx- 
porters and drovers have lost con- 
siderable money, Especially low 
have been the prices paid. for the 
commoner grades of export cattle. 
Last week some sold at Liverpool as 
low as 90., and few reached higher 
than 11 1-2c. Since this time the 
trend of prices of cattle sold at Lon- 
don has been from 111-2c to 14 1-2c. 
and the best steers at 16c. This was 
the record year for two decades, and 
since this time the trend of prices 
has , been downward. An improve- 
ment in the British markets would 
be immediately felt here, but as the 
industrial situation there still con- 
tinues dull it is not expected that 
there will be an immediate change.

All fish do not possess the same 
number of fins, the number depond- 
ing upon the species, The names 
of the fins of a trout or whitefish 
aro, the pectoral, near the head, the 
ventral on ooh side near the oon- 
tre of the body, the dorsal or back 
fin, the enudal or tail, the adipose, 
and the anal. 

Tho purpose of gills in fishes is to 
separate the air used by them in 
breathing, the water being taken by 
way, of the mouth, and oxpelled 
through the gills. 

Somo fish build nests and deposit 
their eggs therein; others deposit 
them on stones, brush and plants, 
the eggs adhering thereto by a glut- 
inous substance; and others again 
morely expel tham as they swim 
through the waiter, 

The sunfish, bass ond catfish are 
nest buildors, and guard their nests 
and their eggs for some time after 
they are hatched; fish that do not 
build nests desert their eggs as acon 
as deposited, 

About one per cent. of the eggs 
deposited in the natural way are 
hatched; about ninety-five por cent, 
artificially hatehed produce young 
ish. 

Bass cannot be profitably propa- 
gated artificially, but a fow pairs in 
a rearing pond will produce many 
thousands of fry in a season, and o 
{ small number transplanted into 
Waters into which they had not pre= 
viously existed will im the course of 
a very few years thoroughly estab- 
lish thomselves. 

The young of all game fish aro 
cannibals; fry of (he bass and trout 
a few weeks old will attack and de- 
vour their young and weaker com- 
panions, The brook trout has been 
known to devour its own eggs as 
sdon a8 spawned, and at some hatch- 
cries attondants are frequently om-= 
ployed to guard the spuwn at night 
in order that it may not be destroy- 
cd in this way, 

B pickerel, maskinonge, pike, 
catfish, sturgeon, rainbow trout, and 
steelhead salmon (which are now be- 
ing enon the north shore of Lake 
Superior), are spring spawners;

CAUSE OF HUDSON'S DEATH 


ee 
MOAULIFFE STRUCK BLOW — PER- 
HAPS UNDER PROVOCATION, 


Jurors Agreo thitt Some Bard Substance 
Was Uused by tho Prisoner. 
(Daily Review, Thursday.) 

“That the late Fred IMudson came 
to his death as a result of a blow 
delivered by TP ick McAuliffe with 
some liard substance, but that some 
Provocation may. have caused McAu- 
liffe to strika the blow.” 

Tho above verdict was given Wed- 
nesday night by the coroner's jury 
empanelled to investigate the cir- 
etmstancea leading up to the death 
of Fred Hudson, of the Royal Cnfe, 
Poterboro, which occurred on Sat- 
urday, June Lith. 

The principal evidence submitted 
fast evening was that of Dr. McNul- 
ty, who, baving been called to at- 
tend the deceased, gave o history of 
the case, {rom the night of June Ist, 
when the doctor found Hudson at the 
Royal hotel suffering from a bad cut 


on the head, up to his death on June 
10th. From the eyidence submitted 
it would appear that death was enus- 
ed by infection of the brain induced 
by the wound. The organs of the 
body were in a Ui sed condition 
and tho doctor expressed the opinion 
that if Hudson had been found dead, 
apart from any consideration of the 
wound whatever, the disease referred 
to would have poin to the cause 
ol death. Tn this ¢ however, it 
was not the direct cause. 

Dr. MoNulty was the first witness 
called, and) his eviaence was as fol- 


lows: On the first of June 1 was 
called to attend the late Frederick 
Hudson at the Royal hotel. It was 


about a quarter to ten at night and 
the patient was upstairs in bed. On 
examination J found a 


WOUND ON. THE FOREHEAD 
near the hair line, and about an 
inch and a quarter in length. It was 
not a straight wound, but ran in 


three directions shaped! somewhat 
like the letters es, with sharp points, 
It was bleeding freely. I thought it 


might have been done with some 
blunt instrument, nor tbe naked 
hand. Wis condition from the first 


was not satisfactory. He seemed to 
be suffering from 1 good deal’ of 
Shock, and was very listless, unable 
to sleep and in weakened. condition. 
He appeared to keep very much the 
same from Thursday till Monday, 
when he seemed a little better and [I 
removed the live stitches, the wound 
having healed nicely. Monday night 
he took the first decided chenge and 
next morning there was a slight red 
swelling over cach eye. It was then, 
also, thal T discovered a thin watery 
discharge from the corner of the 
«Wound. TI advised his removal to the 
hospital that morning, but he and 
his friends thought it well to wait 
until the evening, and he was toon 
removed. Conditions seemed to 
point to some infection such as blood 
poisoning. I had a consultation 
that night and my consultant, Dr. 
Greer, thought as I.did. We surmis- 
ed that the wound was ths cause of 
the trouble. The discharge was thin 
and watery, hardly as thick as puss. 
I opened up the wound more freely, 
Gut discovered no puss there and our 
opinion was confirmed that poison- 
ing was constitutional. 
PERFORMED OPERATIION_ 
On Wednesday he appeared bettec, 
the redness having disappeared, but 
the patient kept delirious during 
Thursd We suw.him again on 
Thursday ond formed the opinion 
that puss might have formed be- 
tween the two tubles of the skull and 
that night we decided to remove the 
outer table which would give us ex- 
cess to the space between. This, 
however, seemed to be in a normal 
condition and no relief was given. 
Dr. Halliday also saw him on Friday 
morning. All that is usually done 
under the circumstances was done, 
The patient was much the same 
on Priday, and on Saturday morning 
he showed evidences of brain pres- 
sure. It was then decided) to remove

After his death 
I performed the autopsy with che 
assistance of Dr. Greer, and in the 
Presenee of Dr. Halliday, Dr. Young 
and Dr. MoCo)lough, { have signed 
the repont. The septic inflammation 
of the brain, was caused by the 
wound in the skull without which 
tho inflammation would not have Oc- 
curred. He would not have recover- 
ed had no operation been performed.

England's Sunday Bars. 
(Hamilton Times.) 

It may astonish many of the 
ent temperance workers, who at 
times feel that the machinery of the 
universe is out of gear when cvi- 
dences show that the somewhat 
stringent liquor laws which rhirty- 
three yeors of Liberalism gave to 
Ontario are occasionally violated, to 
learn that not only are English pub- 
li chouses open for business on Sun- 
days, but that only a few days ago 
after rejecting a bill for Sunday, 
closing Parliament yoted down a 
measure empowering the licensing 
justices to regulate the hours of 
Sunday selling ot liquor. The latter 
bill was promoted by the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, and it. was intended 
to secure the closing of the bars at 
9 o'clock on five week days and 8 
o'clock on Saturdays, with one hour 
open at noon and one hour in the 
evening on Sundays. For this meas- 
ure only sixty members of the House 
of Lords could be mustered. Of the 
defeat of the Sunday closing bill the 
London Times says: ‘‘It must be re- 
garded as a triumph of common 
sense over misdirected enthusiasm.” 
The Archbishop's measure was one 
that involved local option and that 
has few friends in England. 

After allowing much for the dif- 
ference in the habits of the people, 
and for the violation of the Ontario 
Liquor Act, the fact remains that 
we are much more advanced in our 
regulation of the liquor traffic. A 
legalized wide-open bar on Sunday 
would not bo tolerated in this Proy- 
ince, which has profited by, a long 
course of moral suasion, the teach- 
ings of experience and tho wiso and 
progressive legislation of Sir Oliver 
Mowat, Hon. A, S. Hardy and Hon. 
G., W. Ross. Those whose memories 
will carry them back thirty or forty 
years realize what a great change 
for the better has been wrought in 
the habits of our people and in the 
legislation restricting and regulating

tho traffic in mtoxicants, It has 
been done by keeping steady pace 
with healthy public opinion, never 


outrunning it, and seeking to seoure 
by reasonuble means {he enforcement 
of regulations found to be whole- 
some, This explains why England 
deplores a wide-open Sunday bar and 
Perliament declines to shut it; On 
tario people treat with severity any 
violation of our stringent Sunday 
closing law, the wisdom of which all 
admit.

SUMMARY OF LIQUOR LAW. 


These Pointers May Prove of Interest to 


Some of our Readers. 
The Chief License Inspector hax 
sent out to th Toronto  license- 


holders a cireular containing a brief 
statement of the law. If states that 
a tavern license means one allowing 
the sale of liquor in quantities less 
than one quart, which may beYronk 
the promises. 

Only one bar shall be kopt in any 
licensed house, ° 

Tho bar-room must be closed to all 
persons except members of the li- 
conseo’s family or domestic sory- 
ants engaged in necessary work be- 
tween Saturday at seven p. m,, and 
Monday, at @ a. m. 

Light in the bar 
facio evidence that a sale 
en place, 

Every tavern-keeper refusing to 
supply lodgings, meals or accommo- 
dation to travellers is guilty of an 
offence under the Act. 

No person of either sex under 21 
years of age must be supplied li- 
quor or allowed to loiter around tho 
bar-room or where liquor is being 
dispensed. 

Drupkennoss or disorderly conduct 
must not be allowed on tho tavern 
premises, Nor must Intoxicated per- 
sons be supplied with liquor, 

No botel-keeper must permit per- 
soas of notoriously bad character to 
meet on his premises. 

Gambling or games for drinks are 
contrary (o tho law. So is any ex- 
hibition of curiosities, boxing, fenc- 
ing or trials of skill, No entertalo- 
ments of music, dancing or other 
oxhibitions aro permitted, and no 
sfot machines may be placed in the 
bar-room. 
shop licens allows sale in quan- 
tities not less than threo half pints, 
No liquor may bo consumed on tho 
promises. Aerated or mineral wat- 
Ors may not be sold in less quanti- 
ties than half a dozen bottles. Every 
person who refuses to admit a police- 
man or inspector is liablo to & pan- 
alty of not less than fifty and not 
more than one hundred dollars and 
costs for the first offence.

THE GOOD ROADS CONVENTION. 


‘Wooden Culverts are no Longer Built — 


Have Civen Place to Cement. 
At the session of the Western 
Good Roads Association held in Tor- 


‘onto, Mr. A. W. Campbell, Deputy 


Commissioner of Public Works, spoke 


‘at some length upon the building of 


concrote culverts, bridgés and sluices. 
He urged the members of the mun- 
icipal Councils and others interested 
in road improyement to study this 
question. Wooden culverts were no 
longer built, while tile was unsat- 
isfactory, but strong, cheap and per- 
manent culverts were easily made 
with coment if they were properly 
constructed and were of sufficient 
capacity to accommodate the water 
during the seasons of flood, or dur- 
ing winter rains or sudden thaws, 
when the ico was troublesome in ob- 
structing the outlets. In building 
ovlverts of over three fect span, 
arches should be made. Theso might 
with perfect safety be run as high 
as thirty feet span. When anarch 
waa over twenty fect the coment 
floor should be reinforced by iron 
rods, which might be of varying 
thickness, but should be laid about 
one foot apart, and covered with six 
to eight inches of cement. One bridge 
of this character, with a span of 
thirty feet, was built for $625, while 
the tenders of local men tor a 
wooden structure were $700 and 
over. For small culverts he sug- 
gesto dthat cement be used in the pro- 
mixed in the proportion in the pro- 
portion of one to eight of gravel and 
sand. In larger work the outside 
facing of the wall should be strong- 
er, namely one of cement to six of 
gravel and sand, but for tho inside 
of the wall one to eight would be 
sufficient. Ho insisted upon solid 
foundations for all culvert walls, and 
suggested that the lack of proper 
provisions in this respect had caused 
A grout deal of trouble to inexperi- 
enced constructors. In losing his 
address Mr, Campboll made the sug- 
gestion that the municipal council- 
lors should, before undertaking any 
building of this kind, send full in- 
formation to him, and he would for- 
ward sketches and spocifications for 
their use.
